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LEGAL EFFECT OF GENERAL 

AND %PECIFIC SALES, 


In our news columns of this 
we publish details of a legal action in 
which are involved principles govern- 
ing the rights and remedies under a 
default in a contract of sale for ship- 
ment. Briefly the material facts are 
that the seller agreed in November, 
1908, to deliver the following January 
and February certain amounts of oils 
of lemon and bergamot to a dealer here 
at specified prices, that complete 
breach was alleged and that the buyer 
was obliged to meet his requirements 
by purchasing in the local market at 
substantial advances over the stipu- 
lated terms, basing his suit upon the 
difference. So far we find a case of 
frequent occurrence in our courts and 
one in which no point of particular in- 
terest seems to be involved either from 
the legal or commercial viewpoint. But 
in the defense of the action there was 
presented a question somewhat out of 
the ordinary in the relation between 
buyer and seller in litigation, and that 
was the effect of the destruction of 
the subject matter of the contract by 
an earthquake in the quarters of pro- 
duction six weeks after the contract 
was entered into and a few days be- 
fore the beginning of the period speci- 
fied for delivery, upon which the de- 
fendant interposed a plea that per- 
formance of the contract had been pre-

vented by “an act of God.” It is under 
this theory of law that contracts are 
invalidated when there can be read in- 
to the agreement the implied condition 
of the continued existence of the par- 
ticular article which was the subject 
matter of the contract in question. 
Where, however, the destroyed prop- 
erty proves of a general character the 
cases impose upon the seller the con- 
tract liability upon the ground that he 
is in a position to fulfill his obligation 
by procuring goods of the same de- 
scription in the market regardless of 
any question as to the price he may 
have to pay. The distinction between 
these two principles seems to have 
been borne out in the verdict rendered 
by the jury in the case under consider- 
ation, for the award in favor of the 
plaintiff-buyer covered only the count 
on bergamot oil, the contract for which 
was of a sufficiently general character 
to permit the tender of oil which could 
be obtained in the open market, while 


with reference to the lemon oil the 
specification of a named brand ap- 
parently brought into effect the rule 


of common law that the seller was re- 


lieved on the impossibility of fulfilll- 
ment. Other points of defense con- 
cerned the questions of whether the 


seller had acted as agent or principal 
as well as the situs of the contract 
with reference to giving effect to the 
promulgation of the Italian Govern- 
ment extending the time on contracts 
the subject matter of which had been 
affected by the earthquake. The jury’s 
verdict favored the construction that 
the seller had acted on his own re- 
sponsibility, and the court ruled that 
the contract was consummated in this 
country and not subject to any action 
by the authorities in the country of 
shipment.

OPIUM AND COCAINE REG. 
ULATION HEARING.

GLYCERINE’S INVOLVED 
STATUS. 


Whatever expectations may have 
been centred in a turn in the glycerine 
market during the last few weeks have 
been doomed to persistent disappoint- 
ment, for nearly every period under 
review for a month or more has em- 
phasized the bearish trend of the dom- 
inating conditions, and at this writ- 
ing the general situation affords little, 
if any, basis for more favorable con- 
sideration. An unchecked decline in 
the chemically pure product from 
twenty-six cents in December, 1910, to 
sixteen and one-half cents at this time, 
and a corresponding recession in dyna- 
mite from twenty-four and one-half to 
fourteen and three-quarter cents ver 
the period constitute a record that on 
casual reckoning might suggest the 


reasonableness of an economical ad- 
justment under anything approaching 
normal conditions. But the present 
status baffies a treatment from this 
viewpoint. The elements of extraordi- 
nary significance which established the 
market at the high record late in 1910 
may now in the light of subsequent 
events be regarded as having exerted 
their force to a more or less fictitious 
degree, for the prices then in effect 
represented an appreciation of nearly 
one hundred per cent, over the values 
of normal periods. Current figures are 


not far from an average basis of re- 
cent yvears for both C. P. and dyna- 
mite, but the general situation has 


undergone so marked a change as an 
aftermath of the influences which 
played such an important part in the 
developments of the later months 
of 1910 that it is almost out of the 
question to construe the prevailing 
conditions upon anything like a nor- 
mal foundation. We must look to the 
position of crude glycerine as of pri- 
mary bearing. The position of this 
market at the principal seurces abroad 
has been sharply assailed by a period 
of general curtailment of operations, 
and holdings that might have been 
ordinarily cared for assumed unduly 
burdensome proportions upon the re- 
striction of outlet along the usual lines. 
An unloading by speculative interests 
was the logical realization, and lately 
there have been evidences that this 
policy has involved embarrassing con- 
sequences. Considerable quantities of 
crude have been forced upon the mar- 
ket, but there may he a gleam of hope- 
ful portent in the fact that a fair 
proportion of these lots is said to have 
been acquired by refiners in this coun- 
try. Contributing to the disturbing 
significance of the position of crude 
abroad has been the weakness of dyna- 
mite within our own realm. The mar- 
ket for the latter has felt the weight 
of trade depression to a degree to re- 
flect its influence with all the more 
direct effect upon C, FP., for with the 
accumulation of supplies of the former, 
holders found recourse in a further 
refinement to a chemically pure grad- 
ing on the theory that if blocked in 
one direction there lay reasonable 
prospects for outlet in another. The’ 
argument seems to have missed its 
mark, for even a normal supply of 
the C. P. product has been more than 
sufficient for the season’s trade, and 
the augmented stocks have spelt a 
new element of competition, and, on 
the other hand, there is apparently no 
counterbalancing of the score so far as 
dynamite is concerned. The larger 
consuming interests of the latter claim 
a growing independence of this base 
in the field of explosives, declaring 
that ammonia is proving a successful 
substitute. The present market for 
dynamite glycerine, as compared with 
that of a year ago, raises an interest- 
ing question as to its possible effect 
in winning back its earlier prestige, 
but this is only one of several pcints 


to involve the entire glycerine situa- 
tion into a state of seemingly hope- 


less complexity.

GOOD MEN IN DEMAND. 


When a man desires to engage in a 
large undertaking, or even one that is 


not so large, the principal difficulty 
he has to overcome: is not the lack of 
money, but the lack of men. This 
statement may not appear to be cor- 
rect to those who see money only in 
vaults behind grated windows, and 
men walking the streets or lounging 


on park benches for lack of something 
better to do, but captains of industry 


who have met the situation face to 
face know that capital to build a 
plant may be obtained much more 
readily than men to conduct it prop- 
erly. Money has a certain definite 
fixed value, no matter from what 
source it comes, or what its ante- 


cedents may be; and when one agrees 
to take money and pay a certain price 
for its use for a fixed period of time, 
he is able to guard against giving 
something for nothing. On the other 
hand, when he employs men he may 
get some that are good workers, some 
that shirk, some that tear down and 
undermine, and many that perform in 


an indifferent manner the work set be- 
fore them. When he pays the price 
agreed upon for these men’s services, 
he pays for more than he has received: 
some of the wages might better have 
been poured into a rat hole. 

If loyal, intelligent, enthusiastic help 
were to be obtained in the open mar- 
ket, just as capital may be obtained, 
what a relief it would be to those who 
start out to establish large enterprises. 
The men whose success in business 
has been most marked are not the 
ones who had unlimited capital at their 
command in the beginning, but those 
who have been able to surround them- 
selves with lieutenants of the right 
kind. Of what use is it to a man to 
incubate great ideas if they are to 
die for the lack of the attention which 
he himself has not the time to bestow 
upon them? 

There are vacant places in the in- 
dustrial world to-day for men who 
can do things. Heads of big concerns 
are constantly on the lookout for 
assistants upon whom they may rely 
for cordial co-operation and intelligent 
Support; assistants with initiative, 
toward whom responsibility gravitates. 
When such men are discovered their 
reward is sure and usually swift; and 
when they exist they are pretty sure 
to be discovered, for the quality which 
would make them successful in a large 
position causes them to stand out in 
bold relief when associated with men 
occupying minor places.

Dr. Wiley Says He Will Not Retire 

PURE FOOD BOARD'S CHIEF AN- 
NOUNCES HIS INTENTION TO RETAIN 
HIS PRESENT POSITION. 

Washington, March 1, 1912. 

rhere has been a renewal of the agita- 
tion here the past few days regarding 
the possible retirement of Dr. Wiley from 
his position as head of the Bureau of 
Chemistry in the Department of Agricul- 
ture. One reason given for a revival of 
this story that Dr. Wiley would retire is 
the fact that his name has been actively 
employed in connection with his jussiple 
retirement, in the political gossip of the 
time, No less a position than Vice-Pres- 
idency on the Democratic ticket is being 
mentioned coupled with the name of Dr. 
Wiley. The only reply that Dr. Wiley 
will make to these reports is that he has 
made no determination to withdraw from 
the position he now holds. 

As has been repeatedly said whenever 
this subject is agitated, there has been a 
strong impression in official and other 
circles of Washington for sometime that 
Dr. Wiley is very much dissatisfied with 
the conduct of affairs in the Department 
of Agriculture, especially with respect to 
the enforcement of the Pure Food law. 
If he shall decide to retire, which now 
seems to be very doubtful, it would be 
due to the belief entertained by him that 
the work which should be accomplished 
in connection with the enforcement of the 
Pure Food law and the operation of the 
Bureau of Chemistry are hampered by 
the continued incongruous conditions re- 
sulting from the power exerted in the De- 
partment by the solicitor’s office, and also 
by the retention of Assistant Chemist Dr. 


Dunlap as a member of the Pure Food 
Board. 


It will be recalled that Dr. Wiley in his 
testimony before the Moss Committee of 
Congress expressed doubt that there is 
any hecessity for so elaborate a legal de- 
partment as is now represented by the 
solicitor’s office, at least so far as pure 


tood and drug decisions are concerned. 
Whatever influence Dr. Wiley’s expres- 
sion exercised, it was followed shortly 


afier the publication of President Taft’s 
letter sustaining Dr. Wiley by the retire- 
ment of Solicitor McCabe from the Pure 
Food Board and the appointment of Dr. 
Doolittle of New York to that position. 
The attitude of Dr. Dunlap as a member 
of the Board was sharply criticised at 
the time and the natural assumption is 
that Dr. Wiley has not been well pleased 
with Dr. Dunlap remaining in that posi- 
tion. 

There was renewal of the evidences of 
differences among the officials in the de- 
partment in connection with the publica- 
tion of correspondence and gossip in the 
department by the baking powder investi- 
gation during the past week. 

So far as can be officially ascertained, 
Secretary Wilson and Dr. Wiley decline 
to say anything about these differences 
ov admit that any exist, but it is beyond 
question that Dr. Wiley is not satisfied 
with the situation and unless something 
is done during the present session of Con- 
gress to bring about an improvement in 
departmental affairs by legislative enact- 
ment, Dr. Wiley may at a later date de- 
cide to step out of the service. It is not 
believed, however, that the Doctor will do 
this unless he becomes convinced that his 
services have ceased to make effective 
the ideas he espouses relating to pure food 
and drug matters. Indeed, the natural 
disposition of Dr. Wiley to “‘stay on the 
job’’ and continue to fight for what he 
believes to be right impresses his friends 
here with the idea that under no circum- 
stances will he voluntarily leave the po- 
sition as head of the Bureau of Chemis- 
try and chairman of the Pure Food 
Board.

The company will do a 
general jobbing business in paints, var- 
nishes, oils and painters’ sundries. The 
officers of the company are George 
l. Drew, president; E. A. Grosse, vice- 
president; Hal. B. Howard, second 
vice-president, and O. P. Krell, secre- 
tary and treasurer. 


The New York State Assembly Com- 
mittee on Agriculture has reported fa- 
vorably Assemblyman C. W. Phillips’ 
bill, amending section 70 of the ag- 
ricultural law by providing that all 
vinegar which has not an acidity 
equivalent to the presence of at least 
four per cent., by weight of absolute 
acetic acid, shall be deemed adulter- 
ated. Under the present law it must 
contain four and one-half per cent. 
of such acid. 


The Montgomery Chemical Com- 
pany, formerly of Derwood, Md., will 
establish a plant at Sewall, near Fair- 
field, Anne Arundel county, just out- 
side of Baltimore. It was the extend- 
ing market for its product which in- 
duced the Montgomery Company to 
decide upon removal of the plant to 
Baltimore, so as to have better ship- 
ping facilities. Provision will be made 
at once to double the output. The 
plant will cost about $15,000, and the 
factory is to be in active operation by 
June 1, 


The Manufacturing Perfumers’ As- 
sociation of the United States will hold 
its annual meeting in New York on 
April 9, 10 and 11. The business ses- 
sions will be held, as usual, in the 
rooms of the Drug and Chemical Club 
at 100 William street, while the annual 
banquet, with which the meeting will 
end, will be held in the Hotel Astor, 
where a reception to the president of 
the association will also take place, 
following a theatre party which has 
been planned as one of the principal 
entertainment features, 


A petition in bankruptcy has been 
filed against Walter S. Rockey, drug- 
gist, of 5038 Eighth avenue, New York 
city, by these creditors:—Lehn & Fink, 
$465; Commons Bros., $99, and Matzyme 
Company, $10. It was alleged that 
he is insolvent, made _ preferential 
payments and admitted in writing in- 
ability to pay his debts. Liabilities 
are $8,000 and assets $5,000. Mr. Rockey 
has been in business twenty-four years 
and has had several other drug stores. 
He was also for a while interested in 
a book publishing business. 


DRUG REPORTER 


In the annual report to the stock- 
holders, which has just been issued, the 
EK. 1, Du Pont de Nemours Powder 
Company state that the experiment 
laboratories and _  technicai division 
which are engaged in discovering new 
uses for explosives, and in recom- 
mending more economical methods to 
customers, have continued their efforts 
in a satisfactory manner throughout 
the year, and that no small partof the 
success of the business in the past year 
has been due to the operations of these 
two divisions of the industry. 


The municipality of Amsterdam, 
Netherlands, has announced an inter- 
national gas exhibition to be held in 
that city from September 14 to Octo- 
ber 6, with a possible extension of a 
week’s duration. The exhibition will 
be held in the Industrial Palace, a 
large, many-windowed edifice, with 
spacious rooms and a garden. The 
main object is to exhibit the various 
appliances used for illumination and 
for other purposes, both domestic and 
industrial. It is also expected to have 
lectures on appropriate topics relating 
to gas. 


At a Meeting in Lebanon, Pa., on 
February 26, attended by Joseph L. 
Lemberger, president of the Pennsyl- 
vania Pharmaceutical Association; 
William A. Carpenter, of Philadelphia, 
chairman of the Executive Committee 
of the association, and H. C. Reyers, 
of Pottstown, representating the En- 
tertainment Committee, it was decided 
to change the date of the thirty-fifth 


‘annual meeting of the State organiza- 


tion from June 25, 26, 27 and 28 to 
June 18, 19, 20 and 21. The meeting 
will be held at Buena Vista Spring, as 
originally planned. 


The total shipments of ipecac from 
Cartagena during the calendar year 
1910 amounted to 14,181 kilos, distri- 
buted as follows:—United States, 9,665; 
Germany, 3,472; England, 483; France, 
360. Total value, as declared in consu- 
lar invoices of the ipecac shipped to 
the United States in 1910, was $16,039. 
The value of that shipped to other 
countries cannot be ascertained. The 
influences that contribute most large- 
ly to the great fluctuations in value of 
Cartagena ipecac are believed to be 
foreign to Columbia, lying in the great 
drug-manufacturing centers of the 
world, which by their greater or less 
demand cause the high or low prices. 


H. S. Chatfield, one of the best known 
members of the local shellac trade 
through his associations for nineteen 
years with Rogers & Pyatt, twelve 
years as a partner, and for three years 
as second vice-president of the Rogers- 
Pyatt Shellac Company, has severed his 
connection with that house, having pur- 
chased the substantial interest formerly 
held by the late Carl Vigelius in the old 
established firm of E. Kasebier & Co., 
of this city. Mr. Chatfield was one of the 
moving spirits and chief organizers of 
the United States Shellac Importers’ 
Association, in which he retains the 
secretaryship. With the reorganization 
of the business of E. Kasebier & Co., in- 
cident to Mr. Chatfield’s association, 
the trade of the house will be extended 
to include the importation and sale of 
orange shellac, in addition to the pro- 
duction of bleached, as well as the 
manufacture and sale of shellac var- 
nishes, 


The St. Louis Paint, Oil and Drug 
Club made merry on the night of 
February 22 at Cafferata’s, when 
Washington’s birthday was celebrated 
in an unique manner. Following an 
elaborate banquet in which the spirit 
of the occasion was carried out with a 
patriotic menu card, souvenir hatchets, 
cherry boutonniers and cocked hats 
and cherry pie—which, like Cuba, be- 
lied its constitution, for it was apple 
pie, the Temple Quartette rendered 
several pleasing selections. Fred W. 
Sultan then gave a number of violin 
selections. W. H. Baker was chairman 
of the Entertainment Committee and 
the success of the affair was due largely 
to his efforts. He even decorated the 
waiters and in lieu of a cherry tree, 
placed a large willow stump in front of 
the president’s chair, The rest of the 
programme was carried out according 
to the spirit of the day, and anecdotes 
dating back to 1776 were heard on all 
sides. The meeting closed with patri- 
otic songs by the members. 


In food inspection decision 139, just 
made public by the Board of Food 
and Drug Inspection of the Department 
of Agriculture, there is discussed the 
use of the term “sweet oil.”’ The board 
in this decision, which is approved by 
the Secretary of Agriculture, says: 
“From time to time this department 
has received inquiries asking whether 
or not it is permissible under the Food 
and Drugs Act, to label cottonseed oil 
as ‘sweet oil.’ Investigations have 
shown that some samples marked 
‘sweet oil’ consist of cottonseed oil or 
a mixture of olive oil and cottonseed 
oil. A careful consideration of the 
subject leads to the conclusion that the 
only oil to which the term ‘sweet oil’ 
may be correctly applied is olive oil. 
It is held, therefore, that any oil other 
than olive oil is misbranded when sold 
under the name ‘sweet oil.’ It is not 
correct, for example, to label cotton- 
seed oil as ‘sweet oil’ and then else- 
where on the label to describe correctly 
the true character of the oil,”

delphia, by the company. In a letter 
accompanying the copies of this me- 
moriat book, Harry B. French, now 
president of the company, explains 
that when Mr. Kline died two years 
ago, the letters written to the firm by 
his friends had constituted a testi- 
monial of such a character as to touch 
the hearts of the members of his fam- 
ily and of his immediate business as- 
sociates. “We therefore concluded,” 
writes Mr. French, ‘‘that we could not 
erect a better memorial to our depart- 
ed president than to collect these ex- 
pressions of esteem and affection in a 
small volume.’ On the front cover ot 
the book appears the name ‘Mahlon 
H. Kline,” and on the first page, an 
excellent photographic reproduction of 
the former president of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association.

The Davison Chemical Company, of 
Baltimore, last Wednesday gave the 
requisite sixty days’ notice to the first 
and second mortgage bondholders that 
the issue would be retired on May 1. 
To provide funds for this and other 
purposes the company will. issue and 
sell to Robert Garrett & Sons $1,400,000 
6 per cent. first mortgage gold bonds, 
which are to run for twenty years and 
bear the date of May 1, 1912. It is pro- 
vided that beginning May 1, 1914, $50,- 
000 a year shall be set aside for the 
purposes of the sinking fund for a pe- 
riod of seven years, which amount 
shall then be increased to $75,000 a 
year for the remainder of the time the 
bonds are to run. At the expiration of 
the twenty years there will be in the 
treasury as a result of the sinking 
fund provision about $1,250,000. The 
proceeds of the new bonds will be 
used, first, to retire the $600,000 out- 
standing 6 per cent. first mortgage 
bonds of the company, at the callable 
price of 105 and accrued interest: sec- 
ond, to retire the outstanding $300,000 
second mortgage 6 per cent. bonds at 
par; third, to reimburse the company 
for the amount expended in erecting 
the new plant at Curtis Bay, which is 
said to constitute the largest chemical 
plant under one roof in the world, and 
cost about $400,000, together with other 
improvements, and fourth, to furnish 
the company with about $275,000 addi- 
tional working capital.. The equity in 
the company represented by capital 


_and surplus is over $1,000,000. 


The United States Geological Survey 
makes an estimate indicating the 
probable increase during 1911 of the 
copper production of the United States. 
The Survey’s estimate is that the 
production for 1911 will be shown to 
have been greater than that of 1910 and 
nearly equal the record production of 
1909. It is further stated that most of 
the companies are now in a position to 
maintain or even increase their pres- 
ent output, so that, if the consumption 
of the metal will permit, the production 
of copper in the United States for 1912 
may be expected to show a marked 
increase. It is noteworthy that not one 
of the leading copper districts of the 
United States, several of which have 
been active producers for thirty years 
or more, has been worked out or shown 
a decrease in its ability to produce 
copper. The copper mines of the 
United States have produced more than 
15,250,000,000 pounds of copper, and of 
this total, twelve mining districts 
have produced in excess of 100,000,000 
pounds each. These twelve districts, 
located in eight States, have yielded 
94.69 per cent, of the total output of 
the country since 1845, when the total 
product of the United States was but 
little more than 200,000 pounds. The 
United States is by far the greatest 
copper-producing country, our smelter 
output of copper in 1910 being 56.75 per 
cent. of the total for the world. Nearly 
every one of the leading copper-produc- 
ing districts of the United States made 
a record output within the three years 
preeding 1910, and almost every one of 
them could have done so in 1910 so far 
as the ability of the mines to produce 
the ore was concerned. An indifferent 
copper market and metallurgical diffi- 
culties, however, resulted in a decrease 
in the output for 1910 for several dis- 
tricts,

On March 25 the final report gn 
supply and distribution: for the season 
of 1911-12 will be published, based on 
data ascertained up to and including 
February 28. This will make the fourth 
of annual series of reports on supply 
and distribution and the tenth report 
on cotton ginning. 


The Neuragyline Company, of Wheel- 
ing, W. Va., has increased its capital 
stock from $2,500,000 to $4,000,000; $1,300,- 
000 of the increase will be used to pur- 
chase the California Fig Syrup Com- 
pany and $200,000 will be held as treas- 
ury stock.

The 1905 law made it discre- 
tionary with the board whether or not 
it shoula revoke the license of drug- 
gists selling cocaine without a phy- 
sician’s prescription. The 1909 amend- 
ment, however, makes it mandatory 
upen the board to revoke the license of 
offenders. The board met last week to 
consider the case of a St. Paul drug- 
gist found guilty of breaking the law, 
but final action was not taken until 
the board could secure an opinion 
from the attorney general’s office con- 
cerning some points in the amendment. 


A new wholesale paint company is 
being organized by J. Dan Lauer, for- 
merly with the Lincoln Paint and Col- 
or Company. The new company is 
capitalized at $100,000 and already six 
traveling men have been sent over the 
Eastern field in the interests of the 
company. A considerable amount of 
stock is taken by the Martin-Senour 
Company, of Chicago, and the Boston 
Varnish Company. The corporation 
will be known as the Martin-Senour 
company, of Lincoln. Orders will be 
filled from Chicago at present. In 
a few days a Lincoln wholesale house 
will be prepared to fill orders and in 
about six weeks wi:irk will be com- 
menced, it is said, on new factory 
buildings.

Older cotton States from Alabama 
eastward, which last year produced 
6,644,000 bales of cotton, are expected 
to show a reduction in acreage for the 
coming season. As an indication the 
State Department of Agriculture in 
Alabama reports that the number of 
fertilizer tags distributed for shipment 
of that commodity up to the middle 
of ‘February this year was_ 1,000,000 
tags, compared with 1,500,000 tags last 
year. A reduction of one-third .in the 
quantity of fertilizer shipped to date 
would mean somewhat less than a cor- 
responding decrease in acreage. High 
prices for cotton cause liberal fer- 
tilizer expenditure, while low prices, 


such as this year, are conducive to re- 

, stricted outlay for this purpose.

Linseed Oil Shipments Condemned. 


Bulletin No, 26 issued by the Pure Food 
und Drug Department of South Dakota 
under date of February 5, 1912, contains 
the following report on linseed oil which 
was prepared by Alfred N. Cook, Food 
and Drug Commissioner :— 

A firm known as W. A. Hulbert & Co., of 
Omaha, with the main office at Cleveland, 


O., have been shipping oil into the State of 
South Dakota during the past two or three 
months in barrels labeled, ‘“‘Duluth and Su- 


perior Linseed Works, Duluth, Minn.,”’ which 
has been found to be very highly adulterated. 
Large numbers of dealers, laboring under the 
impression that they. were buying good oil, 
have been imposed upon, having paid nearly 
or quite the regular market price for pure 
linseed oil. 

A large number of samples of this oil have 
been examined and only one has been found 
to meet the requirements of the law. This 
was secured from a company in Vermillion, 
who, when purchasing oil of this company, 
warned them that the inspector resided here 
and that if impure oil was shipped, it would 
certainly be detected. 

On learning that a shipment of their oil, 
up the State, had been condemned as being 
adulterated after analysis by this depart- 
ment, they wrote the following letter to the 
dealer :— 

“January 23, 1912. 

“Your favor of the 19th at hand, and ad- 
vices noted relative to recent shipment made 
to you of one barrel raw and one barrel 
boiled linseed oil from our warehouse at 
Omaha, Neb. We beg to advise that the rec- 
ords we have received from Omaha show 
very clearly that the right kind of: goods 
were shipped, and there seems to us to be 
no possible reason why there should be any 
question in regard to the sale of the goods 
in the State, except on account of prejudice 
on the part of the commissioner, and the in- 
fluence of the trust, in the same connection. 
Our oil is just as good quality as any that 
is marketed by. the trust and will stand just 
as good a test. We do not hear of any of 
their goods being condemned or even ex- 
amined. However, it is perhaps impossible 
for us to look for a fair deal against such 
a powerful combination, and if you feel that 
you cannot, safely, sell.the goods, you are 
at liberty to return the shipment to our ware- 
house at Omaha, Neb. If you do so, kindly 
send us bill of lading, so that we may have 
proper record on our books.

There may, or may not, be a linseed oil 
trust. We have no knowledge one way or the 
other ‘as to that. We certainly never heard 
of such a thing except through some com- 
panies who. have endeavored to sell adul- 
terated linseed oil in South Dakota. What- 
ever the facts may be in the case as to a 
linseed oil trust, we are interested solely 
in seeing that only pure linseed oil is sold 
in the State. We would never condemn a 
company selling pure oil, and we would as 
quickly condemn ‘adulterated oil shipped in 
to the State by one of the large and well 
known ‘companies as- we -would that from a 
small, obscure company, 
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This letter states that they have never 
heard of any “trust’’ goods being “‘con- 
demned or even examined.’ In reply to this 
statement, I would say that we have ex- 
amined everything in the line of linseed oil 


and linseed oil substitutes upon the mar- 
ket, which we could find, and have con- 
demned everything that was found to be 


adulterated. An examination of the analyses 
found on later pages of this bulletin, reveais 


the fact that we have examined far more 
so called “trust”? goods than any other. 
This bulletin 1s sent out as a warning to 


ail dealers we will not hesitate to 
prosecute any firm selling, or offering for 
sale, oil which will not pass the law, regard- 
less of the source. The possession of oil by 
any merchant is prima evidence 


that 





facie 
fore the law that it is being offered for sale. 


The Food and Drug Department of the 
State of South Dakota will pay a reward of 
$10 to any party giving the first in- 


formation leading to conviction of any party 
selling, or offering for sale, adulterated lin- 
seed oil, no matter from what source. The 
names of parties giving such information will 


not be divulged. 

Dealers are cautioned to buy linseed oil 
only from such firms as are known to sell 
pure, unadulterated oil.

Albert Plaut Notes Recession in 


Drug Prices Abroad. 


Albert Plaut, president of Lehn & Fink, 
returned from a brief business _ trip 
through Continental Europe last Tues- 
day evening, having made the homeward 
voyage from Hamburg to New York on 
the steamship Amerika. While abroad 
Mr. Plaut visited the principal crude drug 
centers of France and Germany and re- 
newed his acquaintances with the leading 
importers and manufacturers in Paris, 
berlin and Hamburg. 

“The manufacturing and wholesale 
drug business in Europe and especially in 
Germany shows a material curtailment in 
volume, while prices of a majority of the 
important crude drugs manifest a_ten- 
dency to recede from the ‘high levels of 
last fall,” said Mr. Plaut upon his re- 
turn. “The retail druggists of Germany, 
however, are more than satisfied with ex- 
isting conditions,’’ continued Mr. Plaut, 
“as there appears to be plenty of business 
ior all of them, as a result of the 
operation of a wise German ordinance 
restricting the number of pharmacies in 
each locality to the population. In France 
ind Austria, also, the retail druggists are 
enjoying moderate prosperity and have no 
complaint to make.”’ 

Mr. Plaut acknowledged that recent re- 
ports from Germany, telling of the in- 
roads upon the business of jobbing drug- 
gists in small centers, which are being 
made by the buying clubs composed of 
pharmacists in that country, have not 
been exaggerated. These buying clubs 
have succeeded in many instances in ob- 
taining the desired pharmaceuticals and 
medicinal preparations for the retail drug- 
gists at much lower figures than the 
wholesale druggists can afferd to sell the 
articles, as these mutual purchasing or- 
ganizations in most instances buy in 
large quantities from the importers and 
manufacturers and later distribute the 
goods among their members, thereby ig- 
noring the wholesale druggist as much as 
possible.

Drug Business in the West. 


Frank A, Faxon, president of Faxon & 
Gallagher, wholesale druggists of Kansas 
City, Mo., in speaking of conditions in the 
drug business in the West to a represen- 
tative of the Reporter a few days ago, 
said:— 

‘In the wholesale drug business in this 
section, 1911 was not a big year, although 
it was a fair one. Sales approximated 
closely to those of the previous year. 
Farm crops were considerably reduced by 
a severe drought that existed throughout 
the growing season, but, on the whole, we 
came through better than we expected, 
for in July and August the crop outlook 
was very discouraging. At this time we 
are more optimistic than we were a year 
ago and are looking less at the hole and 
more at the doughnut. 

“The wintér has been exceptionally se- 
vere, but timely and heavy snows have 
protected the wheat fields. The acreage 
is large and the present condition of the 
plant satisfactory. Everything here de- 
pends on the products of the farm. Wheat 
makes bread and corn, and grass makes 
beef and pork, and they all mean money. 

“It is a Presidential year and there will 
be some concern ebout the political situa- 
tion of the future, but there is so little 
difference between the policies of the two 
great parties that no matter how the elec- 
tion goes there should be no marked dif- 
ference in legislation. It is not likely to 
be any worse than it has been and it may 
be better. @ believe with ex-Secretary 
Shaw that if State Legislatures would 
meet, pass appropriation bills to cover five 
years and adjourn and the national Con- 
gress should do the same thing business 
would soon get good and stay good. Of 
course, we can hope for nothing like this, 
but even as things are, I believe we are 
justified in looking forward with hope 
into the new. year,”

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active crushing demand is re- 
ed by grain traders for all choice 
arriving for sale. No grade seed, 
which still constitutes the bulk of the 
eurrent receipts, is in better request. 
Late arrivals have shown some improve- 
ment in quality over earlier receipts. 
There is not so much of the wet and 
tough seed in evidence. 

Receipts of Canadian flaxseed to date 
at Minneapolis have been disappointingly 
small, Only one bonded car was reported 
worked this week. It came from Port 
Arthur. Grain men are beginning to 
think that after all not as much of this 
Canadian seed may come here as ex- 
pected. Recent advices from their Winni- 
peg connections lead them to believe that 
the best of the crop has already been 
marketed and what will come forward 
after March 1 will be very low grade. It 
is probable that the bulk of the seed im- 
ported will be placed in bonded’ ware- 
houses at Duluth and not come to Minne- 
apolis direct. A number of Canadian 
grain inspectors are now at Duluth look- 
ing after the Canadian grain going into 
store there. For the week ended Febru- 
ary 24, Duluth received 9,098 bushels of 
Canadian flaxseed in bond. 

The strength in the market early in the 
week was credited by traders to covering 
by shorts, lighter movement and im- 
proved demand from consumers. Crush- 
ers were good buyers at low point and 
took all offerings. The higher level of 
prices established Wednesday, February 
21. had the effect of increasing country 
offerings, farmers hastening to take ad- 
vantage of the advance. Notwithstanding 
the more liberal selling, however, there 
was still enough buying power to main- 
tain prices fairly well. From Saturday 
on, however, inquirv has been less active. 

No. 2 seed at Duluth sells at 8@10c. 
under No. 1. No grade seed there is al- 
most unsalable, unless it is heavy and in 
fairly good condition. The light-weight 
stuff goes begging and on several occa- 
sions lately numerous cars have bad to be 
carried over on track unsold, The dif- 
ference between the Winnineg and Duluth 
May options ‘s now only 18%c., compared 
with 244%c. about a week ago. 

Minneapolis receipts for the week ended 
February 24 were 108.360 bushels, against 
78.200 a year ago. Shipments were 30,720 
bushels, against 15,000. Duluth received 
95,685 bushels, exclusive of bonded seed, 
against 7,835. Shipments from Duluth 
decreased a little, but they were still 
very large for this time of the yvear. A 
total of 118.916 bushels were loaded out, 
against only 2,199 in 1911. Minneapolis 
stocks for the week decreased 16,260 bush- 
els, while Duluth stocks decreased 44,140. 
The total quantity of flaxseed in public 
store at both points amounts to 853.955 
bushels, compared with 231.285 in 1911. 
Total receints to date on the crop have 
been 12,571.160 bushels, against 7,855,490, an 
increase of about 38 per cent. 

At the close to-day spot flaxseed 
Minneapolis is €2%c. lower than on 
corresponding day last year.

LINSEED OIL. 

Some of the local mills reported a fairly 
good inquiry for raw linseed oil this week 
when the cash seed market declined 
around the $2 mark. Others, however, 
could see little improvement and said 
sales would have to increase considerably 
before business could be called good. 
Nevertheless, the total volume of busi- 
ness done was much larger than in the 
preceding week. Raw oil was quoted free- 
ly at 62@64c., f. o. b. in carlots, and on 
this basis some of the larger consumers 
placed contracts for future requirements. 
It was said that even lower prices than 
this were accepted in some cases, One 
erusher was reported to have offered oil 
to local jobbers at as low as Wc. in bar- 
rels. How much was sold on this basis 
is, of course, problematical. The buying, 
however, was so good that it checked the 
decline in the seed market and the ad- 
ve last Wednesday has held almost all 
week. 

The avidity with which buyers came 
into the market at the low level may be 
taken as an indication of how brisk trade 
would probably be should raw material 
ge below $2. Stocks of oil in consumers’ 
hands are acknowledged to be light and 
with the heavy consumptive season close 
by, buyers probably feel that they would 
not be taking very much chance on losing 
were they able to contract for their needs 
at around §0@62c. per gallon. 

There has been less inquiry since the 
advance set in and considerable uncer- 
tainty to the market. Some feel that the 
advance was only a natural reaction after 
a comparatively long period of depres- 
sion. No confidence, however, is mani- 
tested in the higher prices as, as long as 
they prevail, oil buyers will probably con- 
tinue their old methods of buying only 
when forced to. 

To-day, raw linseed oil in 
generally quoted at 64@5c. per 
o. b. Minneapolis in carlots. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE AND. MEAL. 

The export cake market has been rather 
quiet all week. Prompt shipment offer- 
ings from mills are light on account of 
old orders on books. Mills have made 
fairly heavy sales for March-April shiv- 
ment, but they still have a good quantity 
left available for that time. There is no 
particular weakness abroad in cake for 
quick delivery, but importers are fighting 
shy of deferred shipment stuff. Current 
arrivals are heavy, but they must be go- 
ing into immediate consumption, as the 
visible supply table of stocks on the Con- 
tinent shows a decrease from week to 
week. 

It is said that the scarcity of ocean 
room and high freight rates are respon- 
sible in part for the decreased demand. 
The current through rate from Minneapo- 
lis to Antwerp on cake for prompt ship- 
ment is 35%c. per 100 Ibs., a gain of 6@7c. 
over the rate which prevailed last fall 

Quotations are unchanged from last 
Wednesday, Oil cake for promot or first 
half March shipment is quoted at $35.50 
ton f. o. b. Minneapolis; last half March 
and April shipment $34, and May-August 
$31. Importers would contract for the lat- 
ter at this price now, but mills are not 
willing to enter bookings so far ahead 
without first selling the oil. 

Linseed oil meal ifs in fair 
Feeders are taking only small lots, but 
in’ the aggregate, thev represent a fair 
trade. The decline of $1 a ton is some 
inducement to buy. Should colder weather 
set in heavier trading might be expected. 
Feeders usually about this time of year 
begin finishing their stock for market and 
use relatively more oil meal. They figure 
on getting their cattle to market before 
new grass time. Quotations on oil meal 
to-day are on th? basis of $36.50 per ton 
f. 0. b. Minneanolis in car lots.

LINSEED OIL. 

Linseed oil has declined to 67c. per gal- 
lon for raw linseed ojl, f. 0. b. Chicago, 
since the last report. Competition, light 
demand and weather conditions are the 
assigned reasons for the decline, As a re- 
sult of the inclement weather conditions, 
which extend over practically the entire 
country, the trade is reluctant to make 
the purchases in anticipation of the 
spring trade which are usually made at 
this season of the year. Sales are not 
as good as last year at this time and the 

market is generally weak. 
LINSEED OIL CAKE, 

Linseed oil cake is still quoted nominally 
at $36 per ton, f. o. b. Chicago, but the 
market is slightly weaker in sympathy 
with general conditions and the state of 
the market in the Northwest, where a de- 
cline of $1 a ton was recorded a week ago.

The Duluth Market. 
Duluth, Feb. 28, 1912. 

The average of the closing prices of 
cash flaxseed at Duluth for the week 
ending to-day is $2.02%, against an aver- 
age closing price of $2.03 for the week 
before. ‘The price has been pulled down 
by Canadian competition, though there 
has been a great falling off of offers 
trom the country. The demand has been 
declining. As the tables below show, both 
receipts and shipments have been falling 
off. 
Canadian flaxs2ed has been the greatest 
factor affecting the Duluth flaxseed mar- 
ket of late. The Canadian product has 
been forcing the sellers of Duluth flax- 
seed out of New York and other Eastern 
markets, notwithstanding the American 
import duty. Cash flaxseed, stored at 
Port Arthur and bought and sold on the 
Winnipeg exchange, has been offered of 
late about six cents lower than the price 
of the Winnipeg May option. The Winni- 
peg May option has generally been about 
”) cents under the Duluth May option, 
and this has lately been almost the same 
in price as cash flaxseed at Duluth. Cash 
tlaxseed at Duluth has thus been about 
26 cents higher than that at Port Arthur. 
Moreover, the Port Arthur seed has an- 
other advantage in that it costs only 15 
cents a bushel to transport it by rail to 
New York, whereas it costs a little over 
18 cents a bushel to carry the Duluth seed 
by rail to New York, This gives the Port 
Arthur seed another advantage of three 
cents a bushel, or an advantage of 29 
cents in all, minus the American net im- 
port duty. The American net import duty, 
due allowance being made for the rebate 
for the exportation of flaxseed cake, 
amounts to about 2 cents a bushel, Thus, 
under present conditions, the Port Arthur 
at New York has a nine cent ad- 
vantage over Duluth seed. It is not a 
thing to be wondered at, therefore, that 
cash sales of flaxseed have been falling 
off at Duluth, and that the Duluth sell- 
ers have been obliged to content them- 
selves with sales to markets that are 
nearer home. 

The cheapness of Canadian seed has 
made the Winnipeg market the main 
rival of that of Duluth, and Duluth trad- 
ers pay far more attention to Winnipeg 
than to Buenos Ayres. Some weeks ago, 
when it was thought that the seed of 
Ruenos Ayres would be the main compet- 
itor against the Duluth seed in the Fast- 
ern markets, the Duluth market followed 
that of Buenos Ayres very closely, But 
row Duluth traders thmk very little of 
Buenos Ayres. The March option during 
the week ending to-day dropped 11 cents 
on the Buenos Ayres market. while on 
the Duluth market the closing prices 
have varied only within the very narrow 
margin of two and a half cents. 

The main activity of the Duluth market 
during the week just past has been in 
the May ovtion. ‘There has been a bet- 
ter demand for this than there has been 
for the cash seed, for in the May option 
the Winnipeg competition has amounted 
to little, the price of the Winnipeg May 
seldom heing low enough to make any 
noticeable inroads on the Duluth sales of 
that option.

Adulterated Linseed Oil jn South 
Dakota. 


Minneapolis, Minn., 

A, N. Cook, Food and Drug Commis- 
sioner of South Dakota, has issued a 
circular warning dealers in that State to 
be on their guard against making pur- 
chases of adulterated. linseed oil, many 
shipments of which have been discovered 
in various parts of South Dakota. An 
Omaha concern seems to be the chief of- 
fender, 

The commissioner says he will not hes- 
itate to prosecute any firm found selling, 
or offering for sale, oil which will not 
pass the law, regardless of who the man- 
ufacturer or shipper may be. A reward 
of $10 is offered for information leading 
to the conviction of any party selling or 
offering for sale adulterated linseed oil. 
The names of the parties giving the in- 
formation will not be divulged by the 
commissioner, 

Dealers are cautioned to buy their lin- 
seed oil only from firms that are known 
to sell pure linseed oil. For the infor- 
mation of dealers, the commissioner gives 
a list of names of well-known crushers 
from whom it would be safe to purchase. 
He also names a number of shippers who 
have sold oil in South Dakota which, on 
analysis, was found to contain mineral 
or vegetable oils which had little or no 
drying properties.

Ungerer & Co. Win Suit. 


A jury before Justice Erlanger in a trial 
term of the New York Supreme Court last 
Tuesday rendered a verdict for $3,200 in 
favor of Ungerer & Co., in their suit 
against A, G. Cailier for damages alleged 
to have been sustained throug the 
breach of a contract for the delivery of 
twenty-five coppers of lemon oil and twen- 
ty coppers of bergamot oil on shipment 
from the primary market. The contract, 
made on November 15, 1908, provided for 
deliveries of the oils the following Janu- 
ary and February. The basis of lemon 
was 65 cents, while that of bergamot was 
$2.60. On the alleged default by the seller. 
Ungerer & Co. were obliged to buy in the 
local market at prices that had been ad- 
vanced sharply, owing to the earthquake 
in Sicily, December 28, 1908. It was stated 
that the plaintiffs had paid to $2.50 a 
pound for lemon and to $12 for bergamot 
to meet their requirements, and their 
claim in the action constituted the difter- 
ence between the contract and the mar- 
ket prices. - Their deferse was based upon 
the theory that the contract with Ungerer 
& Co. was made in the capacity of agent 
and not that of principal, that the ful- 
filiment of the contract was beyond the 
power of the seller, an act of God having 
intervened to destroy the goods the sub- 
ject of the contract, and a third ground 
was that as the contract was consum- 
mated in Italy it was subject to the law 
of that country, extending trade obliga- 
tions in the article affected by the earth- 
quake for six months. The verdict of the 
jury was founded on the claim for the 
berganiot oil damages, and it is believed 
that they favored the defendant on the 
lemon oil count, since the contract sneci- 
tied a certain brand which the defense 
had alleged could not be obtained’ for 
shipment within the time named. Unger- 
er & Co, were represented by Julius M.

Fertiliser Freight Rates Upheld. 
Washington, March 1, 1912. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has dismissed a complaint made by the 
Virginia-Carolina Chemical Company, 
against the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
involving freight rates on fertilizers, etc., 
between Charleston, S. C., and Gainesville 
Fla. The testimony in the case showed 
that the commodity rates of $3.10 per ton 
on fertilizer and $2.25 on fertilizer material 
were applicable in the cases arising under 
the complaint. The conclusion of the 
commission is that the legally established 
rate of $3.10 on fertilizer between these 
points is specifically applicable in car- 
loads upon any and all of the commodi- 
ties involved, and has not been shown 
to have been unreasonable and, therefore, 
the complaint is dismissed. 

In a case brought by the International 
Agricultural Corporation, which is en- 
gaged in manufacturing and distributing 
fertilizer throughout the South, which 
case was brought before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission against the Louis- 
ville & Nashville Railroad and other car- 
riers in the South, the issue was pre- 
sented regarding the transportation of 
sulphuric acid in carloads from Conper- 
hill, Tenn.. to certain points in North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia and 
Florida. The commission after inspecting 
the report of the rates complained of 
found them to he unreasonable, and pre- 
scribed lower maximum rates for the 
future. The rates in Tennessee prescribed 
to cover the transportation of sulphuric 
acid in carloads from the voint mention- 
ed, Covverhill, range from $2.20 to Athens, 
Ga., $3.15 to Columbia. 8. C., $3.50 to Char- 
Jeston, S. C., and $3.65 to Jacksonville, 
Fla.. and other rates corresponding to dif- 
ferent points in the three States men- 
tioned. The parties to the suits are di- 
rected to stinulate as to the renaration 
due, and if not able to agree the com- 
mission wiil grant further hearing on that 
branch of the case.

The better weather conditions which 
now prevail are responsible for a more 
cheerful tone in the paint market and 
local dealers already report an im- 
provement and are hopeful for a good 
spring trade, and declare that the busi- 
ness for the year depends upon the 
business done in the spring, as it is 
impossible to make it up if spring de- 
mands are not up to the standard. 
There is not much change to report 
for any one item of the trade and 
prices are practically all at the levels 
last quoted. Pig lead has had a very 
heavy inquiry since the present prices 
went into effect and large quantities 
of the metal have passed into con- 
sumers’ hands. White lead and the 
lead oxides are improving a little but 
gradually and without much change 
to the market. Zincs are seasonably 
active with prices kept very firm in 
the face of a spelter market which 
is liable to climb at any time. The 
dry color manufacturers are kept fair- 
ly busy, and for the most part report 
better conditions than a year ago. 
Metallic paints are rather quiet, but 
some of the largest consumers have 
done nothing to cover requirements 
for the present year, and good con- 
tracts are expected soon. In the mis- 
cellaneous list there is no article which 
stands out because of special activity. 
The higher ocean freightage is keeping 
prices firm in such cases as chalk, 
whiting, ete. tlues are improving 
slowly, and window glass is selling 
much better than a month ago. Var- 
nish gums are quite active and local 
stocks have been reduced by the heavy 
trading. but buyers are still taking 
good quantities, and orders also cover 
future deliveries. Complete reviews 
of the linseed oil and naval stores 
markets will be found on pages 19 
and 23, respectively. For a review of 
the Western seed and oil markets see 
page 10.

Comments on most important items in 
the paint trade follow:— 


Pig Lead, White Lead, Zines, Ete. 


PIG LEAD.—The present low price 
of pig lead has kept the market in a 
state of activity for the past month 
or more and large quantities have 
changed hands. Buyers are now show- 
ing signs of having sufficient supplies 
and the market closed comparatively 
quiet. The quotation remains at 4c., 
but independent dealers still hold out 
for higher values, In St. Louis the 
market price is quoted firm at 3.97%e. 
In the London market the price at 
the close of the week was £15 16s. 3d. 

WHITE LEAD.—Larger quantities of 
white lead are going out on existing 
contracts, but the spring demand. has 
not yet become heavy and a feeling 
of uncertainty exists in the trade as 
to the prospects for white lead during 
the coming months. The general im- 
pression is that the paint trade will 
become quite active and that white 
lead will be consumed proportionately. 
Prices are quoted:—White lead, dry, 
in carloads, 54@5%c.:;: white lead, in 
oil, 500 nounds and over, 7e.: English 
lead in oil.'10%.@10%c.; sublimed white 
lead, 5@5\e. 


RED LEAD.—Red lead is reported as 
rather quiet during the week. New 
business is slow and activity is limit- 
ed mostly to the filling of contract 
orders. Inquiry for domestic grades is 
improving and is considered a favor- 
able sign of future business. Prices 
are 6%@7c. for American and &8%@ 
9c. for foreign, less the usual dis- 
counts. 

LITHARGE.—A fair movement is 
reported for litharge, with the domestic 
articles leading in activity. The glass 
trade has taken fair quantities of late 
and the paint trade has bought more 
freely than in the preceding month 
Quotations are held at 5%@6c. for 
American and 8%@9c. for foreign, less 
the usual discounts. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—Dry _ color 
manufacturers have consumed orange 
mineral in seasonable amounts, and the 
market in general is described as nor- 
mal in activity. with no features to 
distinguish present trading. Prices are 
steady at 8%@10c. for American and 
12%@13c. for French, according to 
quantity.

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Oil and Gas Resources of Kentucky. 
Lexington, Ky., Feb. 22, 1912. 

An abstract from the biennial report of 
Prof. C. J, Norwood, director of the Ken- 
tucky Geological Survey, which summar- 
izes the results of recent investigations of 
oil and gas areas in Kentucky, follows:— 
Considerable work was done in the study 
of oil and gas possibilities in several parts 
of the State, In the progress of the work in 
the area drained by the Quicksand creeks, 


favorable structure was found in Yellow 
mountain, at the head of the Laurel fork 
of Quicksand, in Floyd and Knott 


counties. The mountain represents an anti- 
clinal fold striking north-northeast, the west 
limb of which, according to Mr. Fohs, has 
a dip of 16 feet per 1,000 feet, while the dip 
of the east limb is still greater. The eleva- 
tion of the Elkhorn coal at the head of Lau: 
rel is about 1,097 feet, while, according to 
Crandall, in the valley to the east, at the 
Jones fork of Right Beaver, it has dropped 
to 700 feet. In Lewis and Rowan counties 
two monoclinal folds occur. The following 
note on the folds has been presented by Mr. 
Fohs, in whose hands the study of the 
geology of the counties was placed:—‘‘One 
of the folds passes southward from just west 
of Carrs, east of Ribolt, Tolesboro, and 
Burtonville, and strikes N, 87 degrees E.; 
the first likely oil or gas horizon here would 
be the Lexington limestone. Further east 
is the northward extension of the Ragland 
monocline, which passes between Farmers 
and Freestone, near Munson, between Strick- 
lett and Awe, just east of Randville, and 
one mile east of Vanceburg. ‘this monocline 
strikes N. 24 degrees E., and, with the sur- 
face rock Waverly, offers a number of good 
horizons at which oil or gas may have ac- 
cumulated—notably the Corniferous, Clinton 
and Lexington formations.’’ Investigations 
were made along the Rough Creek anticline 
and in the Diamond Springs belt, in West- 
ern Kentucky, by J. H. Gardner and K. D. 
White, assisted by Lucian Walker. The 
Rough Creek anticline is a disturbance that 
stretches quite across the Western coalfield 
and probably forms part of a line of dis- 
turbanee that extends in a variable approxi- 
mately east-west course across the State. 
It is believed that the work of the Survey 
will render it possible to avoid errors that 
have hitherto been made in locating points 
for drilling along the anticline. As the re- 
sult of his studies of the region crossed by 
the uplift in Ohio county, Dr. Gardner ad- 
vised drilling a deep well where favorable 
structure was noted by him, and such a 
well is going down. On January 4, 1912, oil 
was struck at 370 feet, and in such quan- 
tity as to give promise of a good productive 
weil, In the course of his work in Webster 
county, very favorable structure, in the form 
of an elongated dome just south of Sebree, 
was discovered by Dr. Glenn. Dr. Glenn’s 
description of the dome is given in the ab- 
stract from his report included in this re- 
port. To Mr. White was assigned the task 
of carefully working out the details of the 
dome, by means of an instrumental survey 
and the preparation of a contour map of the 
structure, and this. he has performed in an 
excellent way. His report (Oil and Gas 
Prospect of the Rough Creek Anticline at 
Sebree) is ready for publication. A contour 
map of the structure of the Diamond Springs 


district, in Logan county, has also been 
made by Mr. White, the stratigraphy being 
worked out largely by Dr. Gardner, The work 
there has shown that the failure of some 
of the wells that had been drilled may be 
accounted for, if in no other way, by the fact 
that they were not properly located with 
reference to the structure as determind by 
the Survey. The report on the Diamond 
Springs belt, with accompanying structure 
map, is nearing completion. In co-operation 
with the United States Geological Survey, 
investigations were also made in Wayne, 
Powell, Wolfe and Menefee counties. A re- 
port on the Wayne county field, by M. J. 
Munn, of the Federal Survey, who had 
charge of the work, is expected to be ready 
for publication by about the middle of Feb- 
ruary. A report on oil and gas in the Cen- 
tral City, Madisonville, Calhoun, and New- 
berg quadrangles, by F. M, Hutchison, is 
ready for publication,

Against Reduction of Consular 
Appropriation. 

Board of Managers of the Produce Ex- 
change has adopted a resolution protest- 
ing against the proposed reduction in the 
appropriation for diplomatic and consu- 
lar service, and the present organized 
special bureaus of the State Department 
devoted to the extension of foreign trade. 
The resolution reads as follows:— 


Whereas, During the calendar year last past 
the export trade of the United States has in- 
creased more than $350,000,000 over the figures 
for such export trade during calendar year of 
1909; and 

Whereas, Such increase in exports of Amer- 
ican commodities has taken place as to every 
important foreign country with which the 
United States exchanges trade; and 


Whereas, The result of the increase in ex- 
ports above has been to maintain and stimulate 
vommercial and industrial activity in the 
United States, and to most favorably affect 
our international trade balances; and 


Whereas, Such increase of export trade of 
the United States in large measure is due to 
the specialized efforts of the Department df 
State through its present organization and 
agents for the extension of foreign trade; and 


Whereas, It is announced to be the purpose 
of the House of Representatives to reduce the 
annual appropriation for the displomatic and 
consular service of the United States by more 
than half a million of dollars; and 


Whereas, The effect of such reduction would 
be to decrease the efficiency of the said organ- 
ization and its various branches, and result in 
a corresponding decrease of the present ex- 
port figures. Now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the Produce 
Exchange of the City of New York that such 
proposed reduction in the appropriation for 
diplomatic and consular service and the pres- 
ent organized especial bureaus of the State 
Department devoted to the extension of foreign 
trade would be unwise and would adversely 
affect the export business as a whole. Be it 
further 

Resolved, That a copy of this resolution be 
spread upon the records of the Produce Ex- 
change and an engrossed copy be sent re- 
spectively to the chairmen of the Appropria- 
tions Committee of the House of Representa- 
tives and Senate of the United States Con- 
gress,

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Pure Seed Bill for Maryland. 
Baltimore, Feb. 29, 1912. 
A pure seed bill has been introduced in 
the Maryland House by Delegate Walker, 
of Queen Annes. The measure contains 
the following provisions:— 


The State Board of Agriculture shall 
obtain samyJes of all seeds offered for 
sale in Maryland and cause them to be 


examined and analyzed to determine their 
purity and vitality. 

The board shall publish the results of 
such examinations, giving the names aud 


addresses of the persons and firms from 
whom the seeds were obtained. 
All seeds sold. hereafter in lots of one 


bushel or ghcre shall be labeled with a 
statemen@fdf the kind of seed, its purity 
and the amount of foreign matter pres- 
ert 
The aboty provisions do not apply to 
seed sold fér food or manufacturing pur- 
poses, or the seeds marked ‘‘uncleaned,” 
or to lawn grass or pesture mixture. 
Any citizen of the State may obtain an 
analysis of any seed by submitting 
samples to the State Board of Agricuturce.

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Federal Legislation Progress Slow. 
Washington, March 1, 1912. 


Almost no progress whatever has been 
made during the past week in legislative 
matters that are certain to engage the 
attention of Congress in the next two or 
three weeks when the committees shall 
have completed reports and when final 
action has been taken with respect to the 
agricultural appropriation bill. 

The prospects for hearings before the 
Interstate Commerce Committee of the 
House on the various bills pending before 
that committee, notably those introduced 
by Representative Richardson, of Ala- 
bama, for important amendments in the 
Pure Food and Drugs law, are not very 
good. Representative Richardson, who is 
chairman of a sub-committee to take up 
the question of hearings, has been ab- 
sent from the city for more than a week, 
and Dr. Wiley. who was to be called be- 
fore the committee to express opinions re- 
garding the attitude of the department, 
especially with respect to pure food af- 
fairs, has been engaged a part of the 
time during the week before the Commit- 
tee on Exependitures in the Department 
of Agriculture. It is probable that with- 
in the next week Dr. Wilev will have an 
opportunity to express before the Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce the views 
which he and his colleague in the De- 
partment of Agriculture entertain with 
respect to the various provisions contained 
in the Richardson bill. 

The bill which passed the Senate a few 
days ago authorizing an amendment in 
the Pure Food and Drugs law, adding the 
inomeopatic Pharmacopoeia to that law. 


is meeting with some opposition in the 
House on Interstate Commerce. Repre- 
sentative Mann. of Illinois, who was in 


charge of the Pure Food and Drugs law 
when it passed the House, has raised the 
question that it is inadvisable to make 
further additions along the lines suggest- 
ed. Some opposition has come from vari- 
and the committee has not 


ous sources 
yet determined what action will be taken 
with respect to this bill which passed 


the Senate without opposition. 
A contest has arisen in the Senate Com- 


mottiee on Manufactures over the bill 
introduced by Serator Burton, of Ohio. 
intended to require net weight of pack- 


ages on labels, and allowing for deductions 
under certain circumstances. Dr. Wiley 
and other officials of the Food and Drug 
Roard of the department are obiecting to 
some features of the Burton bill. and no 
decision has been reached in the commit- 
tee regarding that measure. 


The vresentation and discussion of the 
agricultural appropriation bill in the 
House gave opportunity for a_ general 


airing of views by Chairman Moss and 
other members of the Committee on Ex- 
penditures in the Agricultural Depart- 
ment. which committee conducted the so- 


called Wiley investigation. Chairman 
Moss indulged in considerable criticism 
of the Department of Agriculture, and 


while generally defending the polictes of 
Dr. Wiley, commented sharply upon the 
creation of the Remsen Board and dis- 
closed the fact that although his com- 
mittee in the report. which was under- 
stood to have been written by Chairman 
Moss. did not take issue squarely with 
the nosition that the Remsen Board was 
legally constituted, questioned the wis- 
dom of continuing the hoard in its pres- 
ent form. The peculiarity »bout the situ- 
ation with respect to the Remsen Board 
and the opirions entertained by members 
of the committee regarding its creation

Interstate Commerce Legislation. 
Washington, March 1, 1912. 


Among the subjects now being con- 
sidered before the Committee on Inter- 
state Commerce in the two houses of 


Congress is one which will be of special 
interest to all shippers in interstate com- 
merce. This matter involves the principles 
to be established in interstate commerce 
of what shall be known as “order” and 
“straight bills of lading,’’ and the form, 
substance, and obligations under each. 
The Senate Committee on Interstate 
Commerce has already given some con- 
sideration to bills relating to bills-of-lad- 
ing matters, including a measure proposed 
by Senator Pomerene, of Ohio, a very 
elaborate and complex measure, which has 
received some indorsement from shipping 
organizations ani commercial bodies. In 
some of the hearings that have been 
held before the Senate committee expert 
testimony was adduced tending to show 
that the Pomerane bill is so exhaustive 
and comprehensive in its scope and pur- 
poses as to raise the question whether the 
bill would not be held to be unconstitu- 
tional, in that it covers some questions in 


the trade and commerce of the country 
between the States that do not come 
within the purview of the constitutional 


power of Congress with respect to control 
over interstate commerce. 

Another hill which has received more 
favorable consideration, because of its 
brevity and directness in what is sought 
to be accomplished in the bill, known as 
the Clapp-Stevens bill, which has been

presented in the Senate by Senator Clapp, 
chairman of the Interstate Commerce 
Committee of the Senate, and in the 
House by Representave Stevens of Min- 
nesota, who is a member of the Interstate 
Commerce Committee in the House. 

The House Committee on Interstate 
Commerce has not yet taken up the sub- 
ject of bills of lading, but doubtless will 
do so when the Panama Canal legislation 
and pure food legislation have been passed 
upon. 

In view of the interest which both car- 
riers and shippers must have in the pend- 
ing legislation as to these bills of lading, 
it is important to know just what-is pro- 
posed in the bill which receives the most 
favor before the committees, namely, the 
Clapp-Stevens bill. The essence of the 
measure is contained in section 4, which 
provides that where a carrier issues a 
bill of lading before the property has been 
received or should issue a duplicate bill 
of lading where a former bill of lading is 
outstanding and _ uncancelled, without 
marking the second bill ‘‘duplicate,’’ then 
such carrier is responsible for any dam- 
age caused by such negligence or fraud. 
There is an exception, however, if the 
shippers assume responsibility for mark- 
ing the property to indicate its kind, char- 
acter, or amount, the carrier is not liable 
for damages caused by misdescription or 
untrue statement. The carrier is requir 
to demand the surrender or cancellation 
bills upon delivery of the property, or an 
indorsement of the pronerty delivered up- 
on the face of the bill and would be re- 
sponsible in damages for any such omis- 
zion. Alterations in the document do not 
make the whole bill of lading void, but 
it may be enforced as originally issued. 
Property taken from or disposed of by the 
earrier by legal proceedings do not come 
within the obligations of the act.

The market showed but little in the 
way of actual improvement during the 
week and handlers of linseed say that 
they were occupied principally with 
completing oil contracts which called 
for February-March delivery. Con- 
siderable inquiry was noted, however, 
and as existing contracts do not cover 
spring requirements of the paint trade, 
new contracts are expected, which will 
mean heavy trading. The tone of the 
market is somewhat easier as_ seed 
Seems to be in better supply than a 
month ago, but crushers have held 
prices steady throughout the week at 
68c. per gallon in carload lots and 
69c. in 5. and 10-barrel lots, 

Interest in the flax crop is now turn- 
ed more to that of foreign countries. 
Russia appears to have produced more 
than early reports indicated. The 
Canadian crop is uncertain as definite 
information is lacking reearding the 
amount which was ruined by weather 
conditions before it could be harvested. 
Shipments from the Argentine are up 
to expectations, but recent JAbor 
troubles are reported as liable to break 
out anew and to effect exports from 
that country.

in cottonseed oil prices 
exceedingly narrow during the in- 


terval and final quotations show very 
little change from those of the previous 
week. The market appears to have de- 


veloped into a professional proposition, 
with a decided tendency to even up ac- 
counts pending fresh developments. 
Sentiment, as a whole, is mixed and 
the feeling is uncertain regarding the 
future course of prices. Bull leaders 
have found themselves called upon fre- 
quently to support the market, while 
on bulges offerings increase. There is 
no denying, however, that prices are 
being maintained in a manner which 
reflects strength of the underlying situ- 
ation. Deliveries against March con- 
tracts during the week aggregated over 
13,000 barrels of real oil and resales 
were well absorbed in the open mar- 
ket. In the face of these tenders the 
Mareh shipment slowly but steadily 
advanced, and the mevement seemed 
to increase confidence in the future list. 
It is reported that a prominent refiner 
is behind the March shipment, and it is 
also stated that this factor took in 
most of the oil tendered. Considerable 
interest is attached to the ultimate dis- 
tribution of the week’s deliveries. 

Little of moment was revealed by 
the week’s transactions. A goodly 
portion of total operations represented 
the transfer of nearby long oil to the 
late spring and summer months. Hold- 
ers of March were willing to pay pre- 
miums to switch their position and the 
popularity of the process is believed to 
have considerably reduced the out- 
standing long interest in the current 
month. The upward tendency late in 
the week was said to be inspired by 
short covering, due to an advance in 
lard and cotton options. Consumers 
have not taken an active part in trad- 
ing because the demand for products is 
not of a character to warrant extensive 
purchases in oil. There is an uncertain 
feeling also prevalent in many consurn- 
ing quarters, and while the attitude is 
not cutspckenly beurish, it is felt that 
by holding back future buying may be 
executed on a more favorable basis. 
Export trade has continued quiet, and 
few sales of importance could be 
traced. Shipments from this port for 
the week amounted to 6,952 barrels, 
from other ports 16,417 barrels, mak- 
ing a total of bm eg barrels. These, 
compare with a total of 19,280 barrels 
for the previous week. 

Crude oil, in which 
entire situation is 
changed sufficiently to find reflection 
in refined oil prices. Improved weather 
conditions have facilitated the move- 
ment of seed from plantations, and 
the mills have shown more disposition 
to offer crude oil. Increased offerings 
found ready buyers, and little depres- 
sion was experienced except in Texas, 
where sales were reported as low as 
43c. Southeast points brought 34c., and 
Valley sales were recorded at 34%%c. 
In some quarters it was stated that 
farmers are in possession of far more

United States Phosphate Deposits. 
Washington, March 1, 1912. 


From the Bureau of Soils, Department 
of Agriculture, there has just been issued 
a bulletin, No. 81, relating to the natural 
phosphates of Tennessee, Kentucky and 
Arkunsas. This bulletin is now in course 
of print, and a circular letter, issued by 
Secretary Wilson, of the department, re- 
gzurding this forthcoming document, states 
that the bulletin deals with the classes of 
phosphate, location of the deposits, geolog- 
ical occurrences and origin, physical 
properties, methods of mining, cost of pro- 
duction, marketing output, waste ma- 
terial, present condition and future of the 
industry. 

The phosphate deposits of Tennessee, 
declares the report, rank’ next in impor- 
tunce to those in Florida. The conditions 
in the Tennessee fields have changed con- 
siderably in the last few years, mining 
methods have been improved, deposits of 
lower grade rocks are being exploited, 
and many of the old mines and dumps are 
being reworked. Tennessee is well situ- 
ated for the distribution of fertilizer ma- 
terials to the Southern and Middle West- 
ern States. Its phosphate deposits occur 
in what is known as the Central Basin of 
Tennessee and in the valleys of the west- 
ern part of the Highland Rim surrounding 
this basin. The Central Basin extends 
across the State from north to south, 
lying between the Cumberland Plateau on 
the east and the Tennessee River on the 
west. It covers an area of 7,000 square 
miles. The phosphate deposits have been 
developed only in the western part of this 
area, workable beds lying in parts of Sum- 
ner, Davidson, Williamson, Lewis, Maury, 
Hickman and Giies counties. The main 
streams in the phosphate regions are the 
Cumberland, Duck and Tennessee rivers, 
but there are numerous creeks and trib- 
utaries of the Duck River that are of 
great importance in the development of 
the deposits as sources of water supply 
for mining and handling the rock. 

There are three economically important 
classes of phosphate rock in Tennessee, 
namely, the brown phosphate, or Ordovi- 
cian rock, which is divided by Hayes and 
Ulrich into several groups; the blue, or 
Devonian phosphate, of which there are 
several classes, and the white rock, de- 
posited from solutions in caverns. The 
nodular and conglomerate phosphates, 
though widely distributed, are not found 
in sufficient quantities to be profitably 
mined by themselves. 

Workable deposits of brown rock phos- 
phates are found scattered over a very 
wide area, The most are those in Sum- 
ner, Davidson, Williamson, Lewis, Hick- 
man, Maury and Giles counties. Much of 
the white phosphate of Tennessee re- 
sembles the hard-rock phosphate of 
Florida. Within the last few years con- 
siderable interest has been manifested in 
the phosphate deposits of Kentucky, 
states the report, but conflicting rumors 
concerning the value of these fields have 
confused the prospective investor and dis- 
couraged mining developments. The phos- 
phate area of the State so far examined 
lies in Woodford, Fayette, Scott, and Jes- 
samine counties, but the most thoroughly 
prospected properties Ife in Woodford 


to-day’s market, 





county. The Kentucky phosphate region 
1orms part of the great Cincinnati anti- 
Cline, extending trom Nashville, ienn,, in 
a northeasterly direction through Lexing- 
ton, #Ky., almost to Cincinnati. South of 
this City it divides into two broad uomes, 
one Cuiminating near Nasnviile, and the 
other in Jessamine county, Ky. ‘The phos- 
phate rock itself varies somewhat in its 
physical properties, its color ranges trom 
a light gray to a rich chocolate brown 
and in texture from a compact, close- 
grained plate rock to porous cellular frag- 
ments and disintegrated phosphate. Most 
ot the rock is in thin, close-grained plates, 
brewnish gray in color and fairly hard. 

_Up to the spring of 1911 work on the 
Kentucky phosphate area had been con- 
lined to prospecting. The owners of phos- 
phate iands are hoiding their property at 
high figures. It is only a question of time 
betore the Kentucky phosphate fields will 
be deveioped. The value of the deposits 
has not yet been sutticientiy well estab- 
lished to encourage the vutlay of much 
capital, 

‘he phosphate deposits of Arkansas are 
not generally regarded as of great evo- 
nomic importance. Compared with the 
product of the Tennessee and Florida 
fields the rock is rather low grade. The 
deposits are well situated to supply the 
growing demand for fertilizers west of the 
Mississippi River, and, though much of 
the material is too low in phosphoric acid 
and too high in iron to make it desirable 
for the manufacture of super-phosphate, 
the increasing consumption of ground rock 
phosphate for agricultural purposes will 
no doubt hasten further development in 
these tields. 

The portion of the phosphate fields of 
Arkansas now being worked lies in the 
northwestern part of Independence coun- 
ty, aloug Laferty Creek, north and east 
of the White River. The deposits, how- 
ever, extend over a considerable area in 
the north-central part of the State, and 
the phosphate horizon has been_ recog- 
nized in Stone, Izard, Searcy, Marion, 
Baxter, and Newton counties, 





Lemon Extract Judgments, 


The United States Department of Agri- 
culture has issued notices of judgment 
against Merten & Co., of San Francisco, 
for alleged shipment from California to 
Montana of a quantity of lemon flavoring 
extract, which was declared to be mis- 
branded in that the so-called pure prod- 
uct did not contain a sufficient quantity 
of extract of lemon to make it a real ex- 
tract of lemon, being largely diluted and 
artificially colored with coal-tar dye, and 
against the Hortcn-Cato Manufacturing 
Company, of Detroit, for alleged shipment 
from Michigan to Georgia of a similar 
product, which the department found was 
a highly dilute turpeneless extract of 
lemon so colored as to conceal its in- 
feriority. In the Merten & Co. case a fine 
of $100 was imposed on a plea of guilty, 
while in the Horton-Cato Manufacturing 
Company case sentence was suspended 
on a plea of nolo contendere.

Saccharine Prohibition Final, 


Washington, March 1, 1912. 


An agreement has been reached by the 
three Secretaries who have to do with ap- 
peals and matters pertaining to the Pure 
Food and Drug law, that the decision 
made last fall by the Remsen Board, to 
the effect that saccharine must not be 
employed in foods entering interstate 
commerce of the United States, shall 
Stand. This final decision was reached 
with the assent of Secretary Wilson of 
the Department of Agriculture, and Sec- 
retary Nagel of the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, Secretary MacVeagh 
dissenting from the conclusion reached by 
his colleagues. 

Under the decision of these Secretaries 
the month of March is given for manu- 
facturers to adjust their business to the 
conditions which will be imposed under 
the decision now reached. The meaning 
of this decision by the majority of the 
execulive heads in charge of pure food 
matters is that the original decision 
promulgated prohibiting the use of sac- 
charine in foods is made imperative and 
will stand until overturned by some other 
authority, provided action is brought in 
the courts by the manufacturers to pre- 
vent the enforcement of the decision as 
thus promulgated. 

In the formal decision just issued relat- 
ing to saccharin there is a paragraph re- 
lating to permission to use saccharin in 
food, products under certain conditions, and 
this. permission is said by the opponents 
of the use of saccharin in foods to be 
calculated to break down the effect of the 
decision which was prohibitive in general 
terms. The point is made with respect to 
this part of the decision that the food 
manufacturer who employs saccharin may 
be able to do so, provided he labels the 
food containing saccharin that it is pre- 
pared for those who cannot use sugar. 

This part of the decision is as follows:— 

In making this decision we are not unmind- 
ful of the fact that persons suffering from 
certain diseases may be directed by their 
physicians to abstain from the use of sugar. 
In cases of this kind saccharin is often 
prescribed as a substitute sweetening agent. 
This decision will not in any manner inter- 
fere with such a use of saccharin. 
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The food and drugs act provides that any 
substitute which is intended to be used for 
the prevention, cure or mitigation of disease 
is a drug, and a product containing sac- 
charin and plainly labeled to show that the 
mixture is intended for the use of those per- 
sons, who, on account of disease, must ab- 
stein from the use of sugar falls within the 
class of drugs and is not affected by this 
decision,

Proposed Foreign Tariff Changes, 
Washington, March 1, 1912. 


The Bureau of Manufactures is advised 
by the consul at San Jose, Costa Rica, 
that the President of Costa Rica has de- 
creed that a new schedule of import du- 
ties shall wo into eftect March 15 Next, 
it is pruposed that the new tariff is to 're- 
main in eftect only during the time a 
permanent new tariff is in preparation, 
the tariff is to be revised with the ebject 
in view of reducing the duties on articles 
of necessity for public consumption and 
tor the establishment and development of 
the industry. The duties are to be pro- 
testive with high rates of duty applied to 
luxuries and to articles of a kind pro- 
duced in the country.

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the effect of the salts of aluminum being 
now under consideration by the Remsen 
Board. Dr. Wiley, through his power as 
head of the Pure Food Board, is to some 
extent shielding the cream of tartar bak- 
ing powder company from prosecution, 
although these powders are alleged ‘‘to 
contain lead, the poisonous character of 
which is declared to be generally admit- 
ted by experts in food products.’’ 


Reports on this subject are to the effect 
that when the facts are brought out, pos- 
sibly through a Congressional investiga- 
tion, the files of the Department of Agri- 
culture will show that the Board of Food 
and Drug Inspection, when Dr. Dunlap 
and Solicitor McCabe were in the major- 
ity. was investigating cream of tartar, 
baking powders and a number of samples 
were taken and analyzed. One of these 
cases is I. S. 1104-d., being the case of E. 
C. Harley Company, of Dayton, O. The 
citation was issued September 26, but a 
transfer was obtained from the Chicago 
laboratory to the New York laboratory, 
with a postponement until November 23. 
Meanwhile, Dr. Wiley, having control of 
the board with the assistance of Dr. Doo- 
little, held a hearing on October 20, 1911, 
on the question of the presence of lead in 
cream of tartar, tartaric acid and similar 
products. The result of this hearing has 
not been made public, and a memorandum 
in one case, apparently from Dr. Wiley, 
says the board has not rendered a deci- 
sion and it is not likely one will be made 
public. The hearing has operated, it is 
alleged, to secure the abatement of all 
cases against the cream of tartar baking 
powder companies, by a vote of Drs. 
Wiley and Doolittle versus Dunlap. That 
against the Harley Company was finally 
abated on January 19, and on January 22, 
Dr. Dunlap filed his protest. The record 
as it has been brought out here shows 
the conflicting views as follows:—

In view of the small amount of lead con- 
tained in this sample, and also because of 
the fact that investigations are being made 
by the department as to the presence of lead 
in baking powder ingredients, I would recom- 
mend that this case be placed in permanent 
abeyance.

I do not agree with the majority members 
of the board in this case that it should be 
abated because of the small amount of lead 
contained in this sample and because an in- 
vestigation is being made by the department 
as to the presence of lead in baking powder 
ingredients. 

The amount of lead is not insignificant by 
any means, and especially in view of the 
fact that all competent phamacologists and 
physiological chemists recognize lead as a 
cumlative poison. It has no place in our food 
stuffs. [ recommend prosecution 
F.L. D.-R.E.S. (Signed) F. L. Dunlap. 

In this case, it is alleged, the department 
file will show that an analysis at the 
Chicago laboratory revealed the presence 
of .04 per cent. of lead and the chemist 
in charge reported that the results showed 
a violation of law in the presence of lead, 
“an added deleterious and poisonous sub- 
stance.”’ Acting Solicitor Fegan received 
the citation and it was approved by Act- 
ing Secretary Hayes and issued on Sep- 
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tember 26. The Harley Company ex- 
plained that the baking powder was ob- 
tained from the New York Baking Powder 
Company, which, in turn, gave its source 
of supply as the Tartar Chemical Com- 
pany, adding that they were wholesale 
manufacturers who al upplied the 
Royal Baking Powder, sometimes known 
trust. It was maintained that the

When Secretary Wilson was asked about 
the story he said it was the first he had 
ever heard of the matter and he was ut- 
able to throw any light on it. Dr. Dun- 
lap said that as the story quoted official 
documents it would be embarrassing for 
him to discuss it. Dr. Wiley said:— 

“This story quotes official documents that 
either have been given out by some one or 
have been stolen. Since a part of the docu- 
ments in the case have been printed, I think 
it would be only fair and I should like to 
see the whole correspondence given out. I 
am perfectly willing to do this if the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture consents. I do not think 
that lead, arsenic or any similar poisons 
have a place in food products, and I think 
they can be eliminated.” 

When asked what sort of lead it was 
that had been found in the baking powder 
sample, Dr. Wiley smiled and said:— 

“TI think it was Miss Lead.” 

It was claimed in the original story 
that the sample of baking powder con- 
taining the lead was analyzed in the 
Chicago laboratory of the department and 
was found to contain .#4 of 1 per cent. 
At this rate it would take 2,500 ounces of 
baking powder to contain an ounce of the 
lead compound, whatever it was.

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Proposed Changes in Spanish Tariff 
Washington, March 1, 1912. 

Information has been received at the 
Foreign Tariff Division of the Bureau of 
Manufactures of important changes to be 
made in the tariff of Spain, according to 
copies of a translation received from 
Spanish authority. In connection with the 
new rates, which cover a number of items 
of importance in the tariff, the old and 
new duties are shown in pesetas per kilo. 
A peseta is quoted at .193 cents, 

The new Spanish duties on gasoline are 
given at 30 pesetas per 100 kilos, a reduc- 
tion from 60 pesetas in the old tariff. 
Benzine and similar products are reduced 
from @& pesetas per 100 kilos in the old 
tariff to 0 pesetas in the new. Nickel and 
eobalt, and alloys thereof, in bars, sheets, 
tubes, etc., are reduced from 50 pesetas 
per 100 kilos in the old tariff to 40 pesetas 
in the new. Nickel and cobalt, wrought 
into other articles, is reduced from 10 
pesetas per 100 kilos in the old tariff to 
8 pesetas in the new tariff. 

Colophony, vegetable pitch, and other 
similar resinous products have received 
an advance in rates under the new tariff 
from 5.25 pesetas per kilo to 7.30 pesetas. 
Similar advance is made in refined sul- 
phur, not ground, which, under the old 
tariff was dutiable at 1.80 pesetas per 100 
kilos gross, is increased to 2.25 pesetas. 
Glue (colas) dutiable at 13.50 pesetas per 
100 kilos in the present tariff is to be 
increased under the new tariff to 18 pese- 
tas. 

Considerable reduction is made in the 
new Spanish tariff on butter, oleomarga- 
rine, coconut butter or vegetable butter. 
The present duties, which are 70 pesetas 
per 100 kilos, are to be reduced to 68.35 
pesetas. As to butter, however, the duty 
is to remain at 40 pesetas per 100 kilos, 
while the Spanish convention with the 
Netherlands is in force.

West Virginia has forged to the front 
in the aew production column as a 
result of the extraordinary capacity 
of the wells of ‘the Blue Creek pool, 
Kanawha county. The interval has 
been marked by the bringing in of 
probably the most important well in 


the pool. -It was credited with start- 
ing at the rate of nearly 1,500 barrels 
a day, but its actual size could not 
be determined, as it had to be shut 
in as a result of the fire at the well. 
Aside from its capacity, the location 
is Important, as the well is one and 
one-half miles in advance of the de- 
fined limits of the pool. Another com- 
pletion within the proven area also 
came in at a gusher pace, flowing at 
the rate of more than 100 barrels an 
hour. While some of the earlier wells 
in the development have shown a 
downward tendency, others are main- 
taining a highly gratifying output, 
and the total production of the pool 
is believed to approximate 10,000° bar- 
rels a day. The Canonsburg develop- 
ments. Washington county, continue 
the center of interest in PennSylvania, 
and another century well has been 
added to the record of the field. 
The Gore-Straitsville pool of Perry and 
Hocking ‘counties, in Southeastern 
Ohio, holds second place in the inter- 


est of operators in the high grade 
fields. Duriag the last few days the 
pool has developed a better class of 


producers and has gained steadily, so 
that its output is placed at close to 
5,000 barrels a day. The best of the re- 
cent wells was one in the Gore dis- 
trict, placing 175 barrels to its credit 
the first twenty-four hours after com- 
pletion. The completion of a second 
well near Cleveland has attracted 
keener interest in the possibilities of 
a pool near that city. It was rated 
as a century producer. The location 
of the well, a mile and a quarter south- 
east of the Newburg producer, brought 
in several months ago, is believed to 
mark an area of wide promise and 
will undoubtedly stimulate a series of 
tests to determine the character of the 
intervening territory.

OIL PAINT AND 


Northwestern Ohio and. Indiana has 
been broken by the bringing in of a 
well, during the week, in Wood county, 
Ohio, that was credited with 100 bar- 
reis a ,day. Hancock county in the 
same section promises to attract 
keener interest under more favorable 
veether conditions. Drilling will be 
chiefly for gas. The Oakland City 
field continues the only one in the 
returns from Indiana. The two wells 
brought in there had a total daily out- 
put of fifty-five barrels. The outlook 
does not seem to be promising for any 
early renewal of operations in this 
State. Illinois scored a gain in com- 
pleted work during the week, -despite 
the unpropitious weather, but there 
was not a proportionate gain in new 
production. The week under review, 
however, contributed the best well so 
far this year in the State, from the 
McCloskey sand of Lawrence. county. 
Its output was reported as 1,380 bar- 
rels a day.’ Another well of the gusher 
type in the county came in a 400 bar- 
rel producer. The Carlyle pool of Clin- 
ton county furnished a 200 barrel well 
to the week’s record. 

The feature of recent Kentucky 
operations has been the development of 
the smaller districts in the northeast- 
ern, northern and southern sections, 
where comparatively little drilling has 
been prosecuted of late years. A 
promising strike was reported in Cum- 
berland county, a field which was 
abandoned several years ago. Two re- 
cent completions in the northeastern 
section of Lawrence county, while 
small, indicate a further extension of 
the Berea grit formation, This field is 
attracting considerable attention in the 
State, and with the promise of definite 
production, arrangements have been 
made for the extension of a pipe line 
to the field. 

Our mid-Continent correspondent 
writes of more or less damage through- 
out the field as a result of a severe 
snowstorm a few days ago, but one 
‘favorable feature of the storm was the 
relief from lack of water supply. The 
development south of Tulsa is one of 
the attractive fields at this time. Bird 
Creek is also a centre of interest. The 
runs and deliveries of the principal 
operating company in the field have 
shown more or less variation of late, 
but the draft on stocks has remained 
about the same, averaging between 
14,000 and 15,000 barrels a day. Oper- 
ators maintain the same confidence in 
the further strengthening of the crude 
market, particularly with the moder- 
ation of the weather.

rels in December. The bulk of Janu- 
ary production came from the valley 
fields. The coast fields showed a de- 
cline. The total consumption for Janu- 
ary was given as 7.065,272 barrels, the 
highest in the history of the industry. 
At the rate of the gain in the output, 
the storage stocks have been augment- 
ed by 18,000 barrels a day, standing at 
the close of January at 43,261,000 bar- 
rels. Despite the heavy extent of hold- 
ings, the tendency of the crude market 
is described as firm and is likely to be 
maintained. There were at the close 
of January 5.117 producing wells, as 
against 5,138 at the end of December, 
Some exceptional wells were brought 
in during January, ranging in capacity 
from 2,000 to 7,000 barrels a day. 


Refined and Products. 

The local market for illuminating oils 
has been without noteworthy develop- 
ment during the week, but the same 
steady conditions have ruled, with full 
values apparently prevailing through- 
out. The demand is of well maintained 
proportions, and a fairly active outlet 
for export is noted, although the week’s 
clearances were somewhat below those 
of the former period, 7,894,770 gallons, 
as compared with 8,657,775 gallons, Con- 
tributing to the firm tendency of the 
market for barrels is the advancing 
course of cooperage prices. Cable ad- 
vices have indicated a higher range of 
prices for American refined at London 
and Liverpool. 

Naphthas have been in_ further 
strengthening tendency, advances of Ic. 
in all varieties except 86 degrees in the 
local trade and of %c. in all descrip- 
tions in the export schedule becoming 
effective at the opening of the week. 
The revised quotations are given in 
the table of statistics in another col- 
umn. Justification for the upward 
course of the market is offered in the 
continued activity of the demand, 
which seems to be outstripping the pro- 
duction. 

The following tank steamers cleared 
from New York during the past week 
with refined and crude petroleum in 
bulk:—The German steamer Purelight, 
for Dover, with 2,138,975 gallons refined; 
the German steamer Excelsior, for 
Copenhagen, with 1,643,315 gallons re- 
fined; the British steamer Oilfield, for 
Hamburg, with 1,750,000 gallons refined, 
and the British steamer Lux, for Ali- 
cante, with 953,705 gallons crude. 


Lubricating Oils. 
Quotations may be repeated through- 
out, and while the market remains 
firm, there seems to be less confidence 
in any change in prices since the halt- 
ing of the upward course of crude. 
The demand shows a well sustained 


buying interest both for home and ex- 
port account. Difficulty is reported in 
securing accommodations for the for- 
eign trade,

Kentucky Petroleum Fields. 


Barbourville, Ky., Feb. 28,,.1912. 


Development of smaller districts has been 
the leading feature of Kentucky petroleum 
operations during the past few days. n the 
northeastern, northern and southern districts, 
apart from the old developed areas, there 
has been a notable expansion of the drill- 
ing industry, and in the resume of late 
completions a number cf counties of which 
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nothing has been heard for years figure in 
completed work. 

New York operators who recently began 
work in Cumberland county drilled in a 
well which shows a good production on an 
initial test. This strike is the first made in 
that county for four years. The field was 
abandoned several years ago and operators 
did not again direct their attention to it 
until this year, when the advancing oil mnar 
ket caused a seeking out of new territory. 
The new completion is regarded as but a be 
ginning of a new campaign of drilling. 
Other wells will be drilled during the com- 
ing months, and it fs expected that the 
county will regain its former showing in 
crude oil production. 

In the northeastern portion of the field 
two recent strikes have been made in Law- 
rence county. Both show up as small pro- 
ducers, but denote a further extension of the 
Berea grit, and are interesting as showing 
an expansion of the productive area. This 
end of the field, which only began to atc- 
tract the attention of the trade a few 
months ago, is coming to the front at a 
rapid rate and promises to figure extensively 
in the area of activity this year. Six new 
wells are in course of drilling. With sixteen 
completions already recorded the operators 
have something more definite to go by and 
expect during the next few months to de- 
velop a field of considerable extent. A pipe 
line will be extended to the new field. 

In Boyd county, bordering Lawrence, sev- 
eral wells will be started during the coming 
month. This county !s a strictly wildcat 
proposition in regard to petroleum, but a 
number of wells have furnished a good yield 
of gas, and following the good strikes which 
have been mode in Lawrence county, Ky., 
and Kanawha county, W. Va., operators are 
hopeful of discovering a profitable oil sand. 
Two wells have been started and others are 
planned, 

In the more developed districts drilling is 
increasing. The Wayne,county field con- 
tributed two good oilers to the week’s show- 
ing, one yielding 20 barrels and another 15 
barrels. With better roads, following milder 
weather, there has been an increase in the 
drilling force and a number of test wells 
are now in course of drilling in outlying 
territory. Wayne county has led all Ken- 
tucky districts in activity for several years, 
and the new work in sight assures a con- 
tinuation of this lead during the next year. 
The old pools of Stubensville, Parmleysville, 
Cooper and Elk Spring Valley contain a 
large acreage of drillable territory, which 
has been neglected for several years, but 
which is now attracting renewed attention 
as a result of better prices. 

No recent strikes have been made in the 
upper Kentucky fields, but several new tests 
are under way in Wolfe county, the deep 
sand pool of upper Kentucky. Early in the 
month two good strikes were madd¢ about 
four miles apart from the old Campton pool, 
and ali the intervening territory has now 
been leased and operators expect to form a 
connecting link between the new wells and 
the old pool. A number of new companies 
are preparing to begin developments and the 
county will be the center of much activity 
this year. 

It Is a little early now to forecast the de- 
velopments which will take place in the 
various wildcat districts of Western Ken- 
tucky, but from all appearances a number 
of counties will be subjected to much test 
drilling when weather conditions are more 
favorable. Last year much progress was 
made in these fields without the incentive 
of good crude oil prices, and the ensuing 
year is expected to bring good results along 
this line. The counties bordering the Ohio 
River, adjoining Illinois, are in line for the 
first tests and will probably contain sev- 
eral drills within the next two months,

Los Angeles, Feb. 29, 1912. 


California. operators are apparently not yet 
satistied that there is enough oil on top of the 
ground for all practical purposes. The month- 
ly statistical report for January, which is 
xiven herewith, shows that drilling continues 
at about the same rate as usual; that big 
wells continue to be brought in, and that 
stocks are creeping upward. Practically the 
same number of tools are running as there 
were in the previous month, and in some fields, 
notably the Lost Hills, Belle Ridge and La 
Habra districts, new work is being increased. 
Six more strings of tools are to be put to 
work by the Belle Ridge Company within the 
next thirty days, and in the La Habra Valley 
there will be at least twelve more wells 
drilling within three weeks. The total of 
43,261,000 barrels of oil] are now in storage 
and increasing at the rate of 18,000 barrels 
a day. In the face of all these facts, the 
price of oil is firm and the recent proposal of 
the Union Oil Company to buy the Agency 
surplus stocks, amounting to 14,000,000 barrels, 
at 35 cents per barrel, indicates an advance 
in price rather than a decline. Some pro- 
ducing companies have recently refused to con- 
tract their oil at 30 cents, which has been 
the prevailing price for the heavy product 
for months past. The reason, probably, for 
this spirit of optimism among the_ producers 
here is the big increase in consumption in the 
last three months. In November, 1911, for 
example, the consumption was 6,300,000 bar- 
rels. In January, 1912, it had jumped to 
7,065,000 barrels, the highest figure ever 
reached in the history of the business on the 
coast. As a matter of fact, this increase in 
consumption is good warrant for the present 
firmness in the market, and: while the over- 
production for January averaged 18,000 bar- 
rels a day, the consumption is increasing in 
such a substantial manner that well posted oil 
men insist that they will be drawing on 
stocks within six months in all probability. 
When that time arrives, judging from the 
present feeling, there will be another period 
of activity similar to that of two years ago.

The daily average output for January was 
246,041 barrels, as compared with 240,195 bar- 
rels in the previous month. It is quite prob- 
able that these daily figures will be exceeded 
in February, as a number of gushers were 
brought in during January that have been 
holding up remarkably well since they began 
to produce.” The new production recorded for 
January was in excess of 21,000 barrels per 
day, which if cut in two still leaves a large 
amount of oil. 

The valley fields, as usual, produced the bulk 
of the month’s output, furnishing "6,022,693 
barrels of the total. Every one of these fields 
showed an increase except Kern River, which 
declined 2,000 for the month. Sunset-Midway 
gained about 90,000 barrels, Coalinga gained 
65,000 barrels, McKittrick 14,000 barrels and 
the Lost Hills 8,000 barrels. The gain in the 
McKittrick figures is due to the Belle Ridge 
output. There is no doubt that the Lost Hills 
could furnish 100,000 barrels per month if 
transportation facilities were provided. 

The coast fields show a decline as a_ whole 
for January, as compared with the Decem- 
ber, the Janvary output being 636,439, as 
against 648,836 barrels in December, a loss of 
12,397 barrels. Santa Maria lost about 11,000 


barrels, which constitutes nearly the entire de- 
cline. ‘ This loss is all in the Cat Canyon dis- 
trict, and were it not for some good producers 
recenty breught in in the old field Santa 
Maria would be on the toboggan so far as 
production is concerned. There were two wells 
completed in January with a total output of 
1,075 barrels a day, which should help out in 
the February production, and these wells also 
were in the old field, and Cat Canyon is not 
at present much of*a factor in the producing 
line. The other coast fields remained about 
normal, A 20-barrel well was completed in 
the Arroyo Grande field, wrich constitutes 
quite a find for this district. 

The total production for the southern fields 
for January was 968,126 barrels, as compared 
with 948,267 barrels in December, a gain of 
19,559 barrels. The Fullerton field, the largest 
of the group, produced 540,187 barrels, or 
27.4%) barrels more than in December. The 
other fields all lost, except Santa Paula, and 
that shows a gain of less than 500 barrels. 
The Salt Lake field lost about 3,000 barrels 
and Whittier about 4,000. 

There were on January 31 5,170 wells pro- 
ducing, as compared with 5,138 a month pre- 
vious, an increase of 82, although there were 
GO wells completed in January. 

As in the December report, the consump- 
tion figures for January attract the most at- 
tention, as in fact that feature of the busi- 
ness is the one in which all the other de- 
partments depend. The expansion in the fuel 
oil trade on the coast is quite remarkable, 
and there is little doubt that the big sur- 
plus now on hand is as much responsible for 
this increase as is the comparatively low 
price. A permanency of supply was insisted 
on by many large consumers. They have been 
“shown’’ and have accordingly adopted oil as 
fuel. One other item that enters largely into 
this branch of the business is the fact that 
this is what is called a ‘‘dry year’’ in Cali 
fornia, There has been no rain to speak of 
and hundreds of ranchers are working their 
pumping plants overtime, and the demand for 
distillate is enormous, which in turn keeps 
the numerous small refining plants busy sup- 
plying the product. 

The increased capacity of the Standard’s 
Point Richmond refinery, the beginning of 
operations at the same company’s El Segundo 
plant, and the Union’s new refinery at Stew- 
art Station on the La Habra valley all have 
added their quota to the increasing use of 
oil. 

And even with this increase, the one big 
market—that of supplying the ships of the 
navy and merchant lines with fuel oil to the 
exclusion of coal, has not yet materialized, al- 
though Pacific coast merchant vessels are 
gradually adopting liquid fuel and some of 
the smaller naval vessels are also using it. 

The total consumption for January was 
7,065,872 barrels, as compared with 6,995,432 
barrels in December, a gain of 69,940 barrels, 
and the December consumption was also a 
big increase over November. At the present 
rate of consumption the total stocks on hand 
amount to but six months’ supply. 

The daily average production for January 
was 246,041 barrels, or 6,000 barrels a day 
more than the output for the previous month 
and the daily average consumption was 227,915 
barrels, as compared with 225,659 barrels in 
December, a gain of 2,256 barrels. The gain 
in production for the month exceeded the gain 
in consumption and the daily average sur- 
plus therefore for January was 18,126 bar- 
rels, as compared with 14,536 barrels in 
December.

The new production brought in during the 
month would be alarming in any but the Cali- 
fornia fields, where wells with an _ initial 
capacity reaching into the thousands is not 
uncommon. There were during the month 
60 wells completed in all fields, with an initial 
output of 21,910 barrels. This compares with 
62 wells completed in December, with an out- 
put of 10,335 barrels. The greatest number 
of wells completed in any one district was 22, 
in the Sunset-Midway district, and these also 
furnish 16,525 barrels of the new production, 
nearly three-fourths of the entire amount. 
Some exceptional wells were brought in, rang- 
ing in capacity from 2,000 to 7,000 barrels a 
day. The largest was the 7,009 barrel Buick 
Oil Company well, on section 32-31-23. The 
Edmonds Midway Company brought in a 5,500 
barrel performer on section 32-32-24 and the 
Associated is credited with a 2,000-barrel well 
on section 32-31-23. The Honolulu brought in 
one that started off at 400 barrels, and the 
K. T. and O. (Southern Pacific), kept up its 
record for good ones by adding one 200 and 
one 300-barrel well to its list of producers. 
The Coalinga field comes next with 17 wells 
completed with an output of 2,859 barrels, 
but one well, the Canadian-Coalinga well on 
section 8-21-15 in the south field, is credited 
with 1,500 barrels of this amount. The K. 
T. and O. also brought in two wells in this 
field doing 126 barrels each. In the Santa 
Maria. field two wells were completed, one 
by the Western Union, rated as a 600-barrel 
well, and one by the Rice Ranch whose of- 
ficial rating is 475 barrels. In the Salt Lake 
field the Amalgamated is credited with a 250- 
barrel well. The Standard Oil Company’s sec- 
ond sand well in the Coalinga fleld which 
caused much comment and which was _ re- 
ported at different times as everything from 
a 500 to a 1,000-barrel well, is rated as a 90- 
barrel well,

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FIELD OPERATIONS. 


There is very little difference noted in fleld 
work for January as compared with the pre- 
vious month. In the valley fields, where the 
big production comes from, new work seems 
to be on the increase. In the Sunset-Midway 
district there is an increase of sixteen in the 
number of drilling wells, although at Coalinga 
the number dropped off, but the Belle Ridge is 
getting ready to start up six more strings a3 
soon as the material can be got in on its prop- 
erties in the Belle Ridge district. Fullerton 
is credited with fifty-one drilling wells in Jan- 
uary, but next month's report will show an 
increase of eight or ten. 

The total number of wells drilling in all 
fields, according to the report, is 480. This 
compares with 497 in December, showing a de- 
crease of eight. Of these 489 wells 332 are in 
the valley fields, and more than half of these 
are being operated by five of the larger con- 
cerns. The coast and southern fields show 
practically no change from the previous month. 
The total number of new rigs built during Jan- 
uary was fifty-six, and forty-seven of these 
were in the valley fields. There were sixty 
wells completed during the month in all fields, 
fifty-two of which were in the valley districts. 
There were four wells abandoned, all of them 
in the Sunset-Midway district.

STOCK REPORT. 

The fact that stocks increase a half million 
barrels or so a month has failed to frighten any 
one interested in the oil business here. The 
producers appear to be confident that in some 
way the surplus will be taken care of by the 
big marketers, and will not be thrown on the 
market. 

The increase in stocks for January, as shown 
below, was 561,886 barrels, as compared with 
an increase in December of 450,609 barrels, 
the total stocks on January 31 being 43,261,588 
barrels. Of this amount the Standard is said 
to have about 24,000,000, the Union-Indepen- 
dents about 14,000,000 barrels, the balance 
being divided between the Associated and inde- 
pendent concerns,

FIELD NOTES. 


Captain John Barneson, representing the Es- 
peranza interests, has applied for a franchise 
from Los Angeles for a pipe line extending 
from the north city line to the harbor at San 
Pedro. The proposed line is to connect with a 
trunk line from the Kern county oil fields to 
the city limits. It is the first definite plan that 
has been made to connect the Los Angeles 
markets with the valley fields by pipe line, 
and the interests back of the project are amply 
able in a financial way to put it through. The 
details of the project will be given later, 

The Lespe district has come to the front dur- 
ing the past week by a well being drilled by 
the Mutual Oil Company. The well, at 3,200 
feet, broke loose, threw the tools out of the 
hole and spattered the landscape with oil. It 
promises to be the largest well ever drilled in 
Ventura county, and is likely to start consid- 
erable excitement in that section. 

The Universal Oil Company in the Lost Hills 
has made a new contract for its production to 
the Associated Oil Company, which has a pipe 
line into the district. The contract calls for a 
maximum delivery of 3,000 barrels a day, and 
is to run for a long period. The price is not 
stated, but it is understood to be on a sliding 
scale, 50 cents for 25 gravity oil and an ad- 
vance on oil of a higher gravity.

Mexican Oil to American Tidewater. 


Tampico, Mexico, Feb. 24. 


E. L. Doheny, of Los Angeles, Cal., head 
of the Mexican Petroleum Company and the 
Huasteca Petroleum Company, which are 
now the largest producers of crude oil in 
Mexico, recently made an investigation of 
the lower Gulf coast region and the lower 
Rio Grande valley of Texas with the view 
of determining whether his oil interests shall 
lay a pipe line from the Juan Casiano and 
Ebano fields, in the Tampico territory, to 
Brownsville, Tex., and possibly all the way 
to Houston. The two companies controlled 
by Mr. Doheny and associates are now de- 
livering large quantities of oil through their 
pipe lines to their Tampico tank farm and 
deepwater loading racks from their differ- 
ent wells. Much of this oil is shipped by 
tank vessels to Texas, but by laying a pipe 
line into that State the cost of transporting 
a crude oil can be greatly reduced, it is 
said. 

According to one report, the Doheny inter- 
ests contemplate erecting a large refinery 
at Brownsville, the oil for same to be de- 
livered through a pipe line about 350 miles 
long that will be laid, following close to 
the Gulf coast. 

The recent reported sale of the extensive 
oil holdings of 8S. Pearson & Son, Limited, 
to the Mexican Eagle Petroleum Company 
for $15,000,000 of stock in the latter com- 
pany was really a merger of these two in- 
terests. The Mexican Eagle Petroleum Com- 
pany was a subsidiary of the Pearson syn- 
dicate. It is reported, however, that several 
of the large stockholders of the Mexican 
Eagle Petroleum Company, who occupied 
high positions with the Mexican Government 
during the administration of President Diaz, 
have disposed of their interests to Americans. 
It is announced that the refinery of the 
Pearsons at Minatitlan, on the Isthmus of 
Tehuantepec, will be enlarged. The erection 
of a saree refinery at Tampico is also under 
consideration.

Roumanian Petroleum Market. 
Feb. 15, 1912, 
There has been nothing in the fortnight’'s 
developments to lend particular interest to 


the market, and general conditions show no 
practical change. Crude oil prices remained 


Bucarest, 
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steady at lately prevailing quotations. The 
demand, especially for good qualities of 
crude oil, has been fair. Withdrawals on 
existing contracts continued through the fort- 
night, but there were serious difficulties to 
ship larger quantities for lack of tank cars. 
This unpleasant situation is due not only 
to the unfavorable weather conditions, which 
handicapped the unloading of residuals, but, 
as it seems, also to the lack of organization 
of our railroad system, which is a govern- 
ment monopoly. As a consequence, the home 
industry cannot be supplied in time with 
the necessary fuel oil, and several impor- 
tant factories had to stop working, while, on 
the other hand, the large companies en- 
counter great difficulties in shipping their 
products from the refineries to Constantza, 
where the tank steamers wait for the prod- 
ucts to be exported. 

The general production was in slight in- 
crease, though work was not as active as 
formerly, the large companies preferring not 
to give their fields a larger development on 
account of the shipping, and consequently 
of the storage difficulties. The Moreni field, 
however, is gradually recovering its former 
position in regard to oil production. Its out- 
put amounted again to nearly 2,000 tons 
a day, while the general production can be 
estimated at 4,400 tons a day. New gains 
in production are expected in the near future. 
The Astra-Romana’s well, No. 5B, at Bana 
began to spout, and after having produced 
for a few days 10@30 tons, yielded on Feb. 
1 200 tons. Well No. 7 of the Roumanian 
Oilfields Company after having. been re- 
paired began to spout. This company’s pro- 
duction from three wells was about 30 tons 
a day. 

The Astra-Romana’s production at Moreni 

was of 1,250 tons a day, due chiefly to their 
prolific wells Nos. 22 and 23 with a daily 
output of 300 and 200 tons, respectively. 
The total production of this company aver- 
aged 1,330 tons a day. 
The Romano-Americana’s production, in 
the same field, was 550 tons a day, their well 
No. 50, at Tzuicani, being credited with 
nearly 200 tons a day. 

The Steana Komana’s daily production was 
of 990 tons in average of which their Campina 
field was credited with 720 tons and their 
Policiori field with 100 tons per day. The 
Orion Company's production at Tzintea was of 
about 200 tons a day, while the Alpha Com- 
pany’s output in the same field was 60@70 tons 
a day. The British-Roumanian Oil Company, 
Ltd., has two producing wells, with an output 
of 20 tons a day The well No. 3 is being 
drilled and has reached a depth of 205 meters 
with 18-inch casing.

The soap industry has had a phe- 
nomenal growth in Asia Minor during 
the last few years, and numerous new 
factories have been built in the vicin- 
ity of Smyrna. The demand, for the 
manufactured soap comes chiefly from 
the Balkan States, but American mer- 
chants are also buyers. 


Word comes from Houston, Tex., to 
the effect that the Magnolia Cotton 
Oil Company will commence rebuilding 
their refinery in about two months. 
The old plant was burned last Novem- 
ber. The new plant will be entirely 
fireproof and will have a daily capa- 
city of 700 barrels of oil.

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The Valuation of Asafoetida. 
London, Feb. 14, 1912. 


A paper which has aroused considerable 
interest in the London drug trade and 
which is also of intimate concern on your 
side was read last night at a meeting of 
the Pharmaceutical Society. It was on 
the subject of the oil of asafetida and the 
valuation of the drug, the authors being 
KE. I’. Harrison, B. Sc., F. I. C., and P. A. 
W. Self, B. Se., A. L. C., and leading in- 
terests in the article on Mincing Lane 
were represented in the audience and the 
discussion, Indeed, the special sampling 
from several hundred cases of the drug 
recently arrived in London was a feature 
of the investigation due to the courtesy 
of Mann and Bishop, who are prominently 
associated with the commerce of the arti- 
cle. It would seem that this research 
has been heartily facilitated by the com- 


mercial section as tending to establish the 


article on a more definite basis, especially 
with a view to reducing the difficulties of 
the export trade to the United States. 
The paper was mainly concerned with 
sophistication, accidental or intentional, 
of asafetida with other gum-resins or 
resins, the question of determining the 
amount of ash and of alcohol matter that 
may be prescribed in a phamacopgpiia 
presenting no difficulty. Quotation was 
made from Dr, Wiley’s report on the 
Bureau of Chemistry last year to the ef- 
fect that shipments of asafetida adulter- 
ated with. galbanum, olibanum and am- 
moniacum had ‘been presented for entry 
and the authors pointed out—and this is 
a commonplace cbservation here, if not 
of complaint—that some parcels of asafe- 
tida have been rejected on less definite 
grounds that those of containing one or 
other of the substances just named. Dr. 
Rusby’s remarks in the report of the 
Committee on Drug Market of the Amer- 
ican Pharmaceutical Association were 
cited, for instance:—‘With no standard 
in existence how can one be enforced?’ 
And again:—‘‘When on the other hand 
some of the substances so picked out are 
unknown it is a matter of opinion as to 
whether they form a legitimate part of 
the asafetida or not.” And further:— 
“Among foreign shippers the opinion is 
general and, even exists among high 
scientific authortities that the United 
States Government is wrong and acts 
arbitrarily in its rejection of this article.’ 
Incidentally, it may be interpolated here 
that the professors at the Pharmaceutical 
Society are especially interested in this 
matter, that a special effort is being made 
to secure for the museum specimens oft 
the several plants which yield substances 
accepted as asafetida and that Prof. 
Greenish may join in the subsequent 
sampling his “soundness’’ on. all materia 
medica matters, being a decided acquisi- 
tion in an inquiry of this nature. Criti- 
cism jis made in the paper of Sechler and 
3ecker’s report (recently published in 
America) on the behavior with certain 
color tests of asafetida, galbanum and 
ammoniacum, it being stated that no in- 
formation was given as to the character 


of the specimens used, whether in tears 
or masses;: whether they were pure or 
whether ihe tests were tried on more than 
a single specimen of each. The propor- 
tion of the oil in each of these gums as 
given by these workers are also disputed 
and their suggestion that an oil having a 
refractive index of less than 1.4960 is re- 
garded with some reserve. The percent- 
uge of oil in most books, given usually 
at three to seven per cent., is regarded 
by Harrison and Selfas too low. Umney 
and Bunker in 1910 put it at twelve to 
sixteen, but tha present authors think a 
wider range represents the fact, viz., 
from under six to over seventeen per 
cent., but in no case so little as three or 
four per cent. 

The authors then proceeded to describe 
fitteen samples which they had examined, 
with the following results:-

Samples eleven to fifteen in ot 
their mixed nature are of much im- 
portance than the others. 

Vhe loss on drying consists in most 
cases chiefly of the oil, but in some of the 
most recent samples, the amount of 
moisture wus also considered; the total 
amount of soluble matter (as required by 
the U. 8S. P.) is ascertained, of course, by 
adding the loss on drying and the resin. 
The vil Was obtained by steam distilla- 
tion. The specific gravity, refractive in- 
dex and optical rotation of the different 
oils were also determined and a propor- 
lion of each was also analyzed for sul- 
phur, a method suitable for general adop- 
tion being devised after a large number 
of experiments consisting essentially of 
Warming the oil with water and nitric 
acids under a vertical condenser, adding, 
through the latter, potassium bromide, 
builing for ten minutes, cooling, adding 
caustic soda solution, transferring to a 
platiium dish, evaporating to dryness, ig- 
niting, dissolving the residue in water, 
removing nitric and nitrous acids by 
evaporation with HCL and the sulphate 
aetermined in the usual way, Concordant 
results were obtained on duplicate deter- 
minations and higher figures than in any 
other way. The 1esults were:—

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Thus a high percentage of sulphur in 
the oil is associated with high sp. gr., re- 
trac. index, and laevorotation, while the 
lowest per cent. of sulphur is identified 
with the lowest sp. gr. and refract. index 
and the highest dextrorotation. While it 
is undesirable to draw general conclu- 
sions from a small number of figures, as 
above, the authors point out that they 
dv not indicate any general differences 
between teurs and mass. Both the high- 
est and the lowest figures in each column 
refer to tears, the samples of mass occu- 
pying a position of very respectable medi- 
ocrity. it is evident that if the amount 
of oil is to afford any evidence as to gen- 
uineness or quality it shall be calculated 
“us a percentage of the real gum-resin 
present after deducting ash, which really 
represents earthly matter added inten- 
tionally or incidentally in collection. Ac- 
cordingly ali the yields of oil obtained by 
the authors were calculated as percen- 
tages of the real gum-resins and are given 
in the following table. Further, the varia- 
tions in sulphur content are iargely due 
to variations in the amount of sulphur- 
free constituents, chiefly terpenes, and 
differences in the percentage of oil in the 
drug may also be chiefly due to the 
presence of these terpenes. Thus, if a 
sample A yields ten per cent. of an oil 
containing thirty per cent, sulphur and 
a sample B yields fifteen per cent. of an 
oil containing twenty per cent, sulphur, 
these two specimens of drug really con- 
tain the same proportion of volatile sul- 
phur compounds and only differ in the 
amount of terpenes aiso present, As it 
is the drugs and not the oils which inuve 
to be compared, the percentage of sulphur 
in the oil should be multiplied by the per- 
centage of oil in the drug (cr in the real 
zgum-resin) or in other words the sulphur 
of the volatile oil should be calculated as 
a percentage of the drug or of the true 
gum-resin. These figures are included in

There is good reason to believe that the 
virtues of asafetida are chiefly due, not 
merely to the essential oil, but to the sul- 
phur-containing constituents; if so, the 
ligvre in the third column of the above 
table should be compared. They corre- 
spond approximately to the values of the 
various samples: Nos, 1 and 2 (the au- 
thors point out) are the highest and 
these samples are far: finer and ‘more

valuable than any of the others; Nos. 3, 4 
and 5 are not very different and all rep- 
resent tears of much the same grade, 3 
being the finest, and 4 (which contained 
some muss) the poorest; No. 6 is an ex- 
ception and probably of lower commercial 
value than uny other of those examined; 
Nos. 7 und 8, fine soft masses, show very 
well in compurison with the tears, and 9 
und 10 wre probably in right relation to 
the rest. 

If the suiphur-content is to be of value 
an indication ot the absence of other 
gum-resins, the fourth column must be 
considereu. The authors’ provisionally 
Suggest that when the amount of sulphur 
in ihe oil jis not under 1-5 per cent, of the 
real gum-resin there is a prima facie 
‘use for regarding the drug as genuine. 

None of the essential oils of olibanum, 
gaibanum or ammoniacum contains sul- 
phur, but they consist of terpenes and 
sesquiterpenes, and if any of these ‘gum- 
resins were used as an adulterant of asa- 
tetida it could hardly fail to be the case 
that tears or pieces of suspicious appear- 
ance could. be picked out and examined 
by themselves, and the very low sulphur- 
content of the oil that would be obtained 
on steam distillation would prove their 
foreign character.

Lard, Tallow, Stearines and Greases, 
LARD. 

The lard situation has not improved 
during the interval, although future 
shipments advanced toward the close 
on a predominance of speculative buy- 
ing. Cash trade is dull and develop- 
ments have not been of a character to 
stimulate consuming interest. Accord-

ing to well informed authorities, lard 
supplies are accumulating rapidly at all 
points in this country and abroad, much 
of the European stock having been con- 
signed by Western packers. Live hog 
receipts continue generous, the week’s 
packing aggregating 580,000 head, com- 
pared to 720,000 for the previous week 
and 440,000 for the same _ period last 
year. Since November 1, hog packing 
has aggregated 11,725,000 head, or 3,095,- 
000 over a year ago for equal dates. 
Exports of lard for the week amounted 
to 11,008,230 pounds, compared with 11,- 
846,155 pounds for the corresponding 
week last year. City steam lard at the 
close was held at 8%4@8%c., prime 
Western in tierces at 94%@9\%c., and 
lard compound at 6%c. and up, accord- 
ing to brand, quantity and seller. 

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 

Chicago, Feb. 28, 1912, 

Storm bound conditions in the West brought 
about an altogether unlooked for situation 
in the lard market at Chicago this week 
and caused one of the sharpest upturns made 
by prices so far this season. The fact that 
the big majority of the traders in lard were 
on the short side of the market to a con- 
siderable extend served further to aggravate 
the situation, and buying of volume not large 
enough to cause more than a ripple in values 
under ordinary circumstances was sufficient 
to bring about abrupt and general upturns. 
It was the contention of the trade that the 
bulge would not be maintained and that val- 
ues would decline faster than ever once 
climatical conditions righted themselves, but 
this assurance did not deter shorts from 
scampering to cover and there were few days 
when the demand for futures did not exceed 
the offerings on the open market. Prices 
made almost steady upward progress and 
the close for the week was with May show- 
ing a net advance of 12%c., while July and 
September showed equal gains for the week. 












As compared with the low spot, touched 
late last week, all futures showed net gains 
of li7eec., although standing 7%@10c. under 


the highest prices of the closing day of this 
week. 

Renewal of foreign buying of good char- 
acter was an essential help to the market, 
while the brisk Eastern shipping demand for 
hogs, indicating a broad outlet for fresh. pork 
products, was another factor which tended 
to intimidate shorts. The selling was of 
seattered nature, with packers taking an in- 
significant part and confining their sales to 
limited lots offered when prices were at 
their best. Aside from the foreign buying, 
there was little outside interest shown and 
commission houses took an_ inconspicuous 
part in the trade, 

Shipping demand was moderate and there 
wis not much doing in the way of buying 
for storage purposes, due largely to the fact 
that storage space was hard to obtain. 
Round lots of regular lard were held at a 
discount of 27%c. under May, closing at $8.90, 
with small odd lots at a further discount of 
5@10c. Loose lard was in good supply and 
limited demand at 85c. under May. Leaf lard 
met with a restricted call and was offered at 


$8.60, while neutral cleared slowly and was 
in fair supply at $10.25@10.37% for No. 1, 
and $9.12%@9.25 for No. 2.

For Pure Food Law Amendment. 
Washington, March 1, 1912. 


Presumably as having a bearing upon a 
number of yure food questions that are 
now under consideration in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture pertaining to alleged 
adulteration and misbranding of food 
products of a vegetable nature, where 
they are shipped in interstate commerce 
in a decayed condition, an amendment to 
the Pure Food Iaw has been proposed in 
the House of Representatives by Repre- 
sentative Cary, of the Milwaukee district. 

In the sixth subsection of section seven 
of the Pure Food and Drug law reference 
is made to adulteration in this case, “if

it consists in whole or in part of a filthy, 
decomposed, or putrid animai or vegetable 
substance, or any portion of an animal 
unfit for food, etc.’’ Under the terms of 
the Cary bill, just introduced, it is pro- 
posed to strike out the words “or vege- 
table’ before the word ‘“‘substance’”’ in 
that part of subsection six just quoted. 
The text of the Cary bill is as follows:— 

“Be it enacted, ete., that paragraph six of 
section seven of an act entitled ‘An act for 
preventing the manufacture, sale, or trans- 
portation of adulterated or misbranded or 
poisonous or deleterious foods, drugs, medi- 
cines and liquors, and for regulating traffic 
therein, and for other purposes,’ approved 
June 30, 1906, be, and the same is hereby, 
amended by striking out the words ‘or 
vegetable.’ ”’

Seychelles Vanilla Production, 
Washington, March 1, 1912. 
A discussion of the preparation of vanil- 
la beans for the market on a large plan- 
tation in the Seychelles has been received 
at the Bureau of Manufactures from Zan- 


zibar. 

The report says that the process is diffi- 
cult to describe, and that if the vanilla 
bean is produced in large quantities a 


personal inspection of the methods em- 
ployed should be made in the district 
described. The accgunt given relates to 
the method of preparing vanilla beans on 
the Cascade Estate in the Seychelles Is- 
lands as follows:— 

“A successful result depends on the pods 
being picked at the right stage of maturity 
more than on anything else—that is, when 
they are ripe and just before they begin 
to split. An unripe pod will never prepare 
well and is always inclined to become 
moldy; split or overripe pods have lost 
much of their value. A pod.in condition to 
be picked has lost to a great extent its 
shiney green color, has become duller, with 
an almost silvery appearance. The longi- 
tudinal lines along which it will eventually 
split, if left, are distinctly marked. The 
tip is light in color or even yellowish, and 
come away fairly evenly from the stalk 
when broken off. Pods in a bunch seldom 
ripen simultaneously, so they must be care- 
fully watched, 

“When brought in the pods are sorted in- 
to five qualities:—(1) Over 6 inches long; 
(2) over 4 inches long; (3) under 4 inches 
long; (4) split; (5) unripe, broken ete. 

“A caldron of water is heated to 87 de- 
grees C. (186.6 degrees F.); the pods are 
placed in an openwork basket and dipped 
for 10 seconds, withdrawn, and allowed to 
drain for about 5 seconds; dipped again for 
10 seconds, withdrawn, and drained as be- 
fore; dipped again for about 5 seconds, or 
until their color has changed to a dark 
green. Large pods require a longer third 
dipping than small ones. After being scaled 
the pods ae wrapped in woolen blankets 


and left in a warm, dry place for 12 hours, 
when they have taken on a blackish hue. 

“They are than placed in openwork trays 
in a hot room, on one thickness of blanket, 
and covered by another; temperature of hot 
room 90 to 120 degrees F., not over. In 
about 10 days the largest pods will have be- 
come wrinkled, the smaller ones before that. 
When in this state they can be removed to a 
cool drying room, where they are placed on 
trays, uncovered, heaped on each other to a 
dépth of 3 inches, and turned about every 
day. The more slowly vanilla is dried the 
better. In about 10 days for small pods dry 
ones may be looked for; these must be taken 
out and stored in a dry place in well-closed 
wooden boxes. Examine thoroughly from 
time to time, and take out all that show 
signs of mold; this appears mostly at the 
stalk end. A dry pod should have a silky 
feeling, the wrinkles must be soft, there must 
be no hard centers, and it should be pos- 
sible to tie the pod in a loose knot without 
its breaking. Absolute cleanliness must be 
observed all through the preparation, and 
those who handle vanilla must wash their 
hands before touching ic. 

“When sufficiently dried the pods should be 
put into a vessel containing water at a tem- 
perature of about 80 to 90 degrees F., and 
stirred about with the hands for five minutes, 
then taken out and placed in trays or on a 
blanket in the sun, where they soon dry. 
The pods must now be measured (quarter- 
inch differences are sufficient) and tied in 
bundles of 60 pods each, with two turns of 
flax thread in the middle only. Tin boxes 
are used in the Seychelles, 13 inches long, 9 
inches broad, and 6 inches deep, a lining of 
parchment paper being placed in each. The 
vanilla must be packed fairly loosely, and 
the lid secured by solder.”

European Wool and Leather Grease. 


Washington, March 1, 1912. 
From Frankfort on the Main, Germany, 
and Bradford, England, the Commerce 
Department has collected a series of in- 
teresting articles on the subject of Euro- 


pean wool and leather grease. 

It is stated in a communication from 
Consul General Hill, at Frankfort, that 
wool grease and degras, also called tan- 
ning or leather grease, are two quite dif- 
ferent products. Describing them Mr. 
Hill says:— 


Degras is, properly speaking, the fat ob- 
tained in tanning chamois leather and con- 
sists of oxidized oil. The degras is taken 
from the leather with a knife and the leather 
is washed with a solution of soda or potash. 
The mixture so prepared is decomposed with 


sulphuric acid. A purer form of degras is 
obtained by a French method and sold as 
“moellen,’’ This process is to tan the leather 
for a shorter time than is usual in white 
dressing and to press the oxidized oil from 
the leather under water at a high pressure. 
As the demand for degras is greater than 
the supply, there are tanneries in which in- 
ferlor skins are subjected to repeated chamois 
dressing with the sole object of obtaining 
degras. 

Wool grease is obtained by soaking the 
raw wool in water and washing with soap 
and carbonates of alkalies. The water is 
then passed into a centrifugal apparatus 
which removes the grease from the soap- 
suds, Sometimes the fat is removed from 
the wool by extraction with petroleum spirit, 
ether, or carbon disulphide. The product ob- 
tained is a greasy substance with a disagree- 
able odor and a color varying from brown 
to yellow. The specific gravity at 15 deg. C. 
is 0.937, and the melting point 39 deg. to 
42.5 deg. C. It is for the most part a mixture 
of cholesterin with the ceryl ester of ceror- 
inic acid, cholesteryl ester of palmitic acid, 
and cholesteryl ester of stearic acid. If the 
product is distilled, a mixture of cholesterin 
and uncombined fatty acids, the so-called 
distilled wool fat, is obtained, 

In connection with this report there is 
also a discussion of the production and 
character of lanolin, in which the follow- 
ing comments are made:— 

Purified wool fat, known under the name 
of “‘lanolin,”’ is a product of considerable im- 
portance. The raw material is purified by 
different methods. The impurities can be ex- 
tracted by means of boiling acetone, or the 
fat may be treated with benaine or some 
other fat solvent, after which the purified 
fat is obtained by distilling the solution, 
Another method is to add concentrated salt 
solution to the solution of fat, which facili- 
tates the separation of the wool fat from the 
residue. The wool fat is treated either be- 
fore or after purification with alkalies to re- 
move the fatty acids;*the soap then formed 
is dissolved in alcohol, while the purified 
wool fat remains behind. This is finally melt- 
ed and kneaded with water. The white oint- 
ment thus obtained, which contains 25 per 
cent. of water, is the chemical product 
known as lanolin. 

It is a pharmaceutical product which does 
not readily saponify and therefore does not 
become rancid, It can absorb up to 110 per 
cent. of its weight of water without losing 
its consistency. The principal reason for its 
extended use in the manufacture of oint- 
ments is the facility with which it is ob- 
sorbed by the skin. Lanolin differs from 
ordinary fats in that the fatty acids are 
combined not with glycerin but with choles- 
terin and fatty alcohol.

Though a slightly easier undertone 
has been noted in the opium market 
as a result of the improved crop pros- 
pects, no quotable change has yet been 
made in prices asked by the importers 


of the crude gum and the manufac- 
turers of powdered and _ granular 
grades. Quinine continues quiet at 


previous prices. Exceptionally large 
fishing returns in Norway and the out- 
look for a big yield of codliver oil have 
caused a further lowering of prices. In- 
creasing weakness has been recorded 
for refined glycerine, due to an easier 
tendency in the foreign market and a 
further diminution of the demand for 
dynamite grades, which has induced 
Western manufacturers to convert 
their holdings into C. P. in an effort to 
dispose of their stocks in refined form, 
Haarlem oil has been advanced on the 
firmer primary markets, where great 
difficulty is being experienced in ob- 
taining enough American turpentine at 


the prevailing high prices asked for 
this principal ingredient in the oil. 
Pressure to sell the recent liberal ar- 
rivals of menthol has resulted in a 
further shading of prices, but an up- 
turn is looked for as soon as the de- 
mand reaches larger proportions. 
Despite large arrivals of quicksilver, 
prices on this medicinal metal have 


been firmly held. Keen competition be- 
tween manufacturers of rochelle salt 
and seidlitz mixture has resulted in a 
reduction of prices on these articles. 
Tamarinds have been marked down 
under more liberal offerings. 

Balsam peru has continued to stiffen 
for direct importations, but goods of a 
questionable character, which, how- 
ever, meet the requirements of the U. 
Ss. P., are still coming into compe- 
tition with the natural article. Freer 
offerings of black haw bark of root 
have caused a further shading of 
prices. Supplies of sweet orange peel 
have been exhausted and there is now 
none available at any price. Soap 
bark has been advanced here in conse- 
quence of a strong market in Ham- 
burg, St. Ignatius beans have recover- 
ed the decline which they sustained a 
Week ago. The Messina’ essences, 
lemon, orange and bergamot, have led 
the essential oil list in an upward 
tendency, based upon the bullish con- 
ditions in the primary market. In the 
Messina lemon oil market the specu: 
lators, who recently sold heavily short, 
have been “squeezed”’ while attempting 
to cover their contracts. Anise oil has 
stiffened slightly on the scarcity of 
offerings and advancing prices of the 
seed and hemlock, American penny- 
royal and spruce oils, have also play- 
ed conspicuous parts in the upward 
movement of quotations. Scarcity of 
supplies and advancing prices. for 
sandalwood have likewise resulted in 
higher prices for sandalwood oil. Gum 
thus is held at higher figures and the 
undertone of the market for short 
buchu leaves has become much stronger 
though no quotable change is noted in 
prices. Long buchu leaves have been 
advanced materially. All offerings of 
American spearmint have been taken 
up and thyme and digitalis have been 
raised slightly. Among the roots, St. 
Vincent arrowroot has moved in 
sellers’ favor, while in the seed list 
decorticated cardamoms and celery 
have also enjoyed an upturn, while 
lobelia has declined. Diminished stocks 
of carnauba wax have induced local | 
holders to raise prices on all varieties. :

There was no change in the average 
price received at the London bark auc- 
tion, held Tuesday, which reached 
only the unit of 9-16 pence. The 
absence of some stimulating develop- 
ment at this London bark sale as well 
the Amsterdam bark auction has 
left the quinine markets both abroad 
and in this country in the same condi- 
tion as a week ago, that with only 
a moderate consuming demand and 
with virtually unchanged. 

There fair jobbing inquiry for 
quinine in bulk here on the old basis of 
l4c. in 100-o0z. tins, and 14%c. in 50-o0z, 
tins. The quotation in 25-oz, tins has 
been lowered within the last few days, 
however, from l6c. to 15c. Sales of 
Java quinine have recently been made 
at 13%c. at first and second hands, but 
an outside figure of 13%c. is still being 
made on smaller lots and Amsterdam 
quinine is also quoted at 344@13 4c. 
For primary shipment of Java, offers 
are still somewhat limited and such 
offers as are being made name a parity 
over that of domestic makers. 

Bark shipments from Java to Europe 
for February have amounted to 922,000 
Dutch pounds, a volume considerably 
in excess of that for January, but 
smaller than those for any month in 
the last two years. A revised basis for 
further comparisons is furnished by 
the following summary of monthly 
shipments:

CODLIVER OIL.—As a natural con- 
sequence of the good fishing returns in 
Norway, which suggest a much larger 
total catch this year than that of last 
year and which have already caused a 
reduction in the quotation on a leading 
brand of new Lofoten refined oil from 
$20 to $19, f. o. b., for March shipment, 
Norwegian codliver oil on the spot is 
now being offered $3 lower than a 
week ago, the market having eased 
within the interval from $28@30 to 
$25@27. It is maintained in some 
quarters that the fishing returns in 
Norway cannot continue long at the 
present high rate, but, if they do, an- 
other reduction may be looked for with- 
in the near future. Cable advices fur- 
nish the information that the total 
Norway catch to date has amounted to 
17,000,000 codfish and has produced 
15,000 hectoliters of codliver oil. As a

Acids. 


Carbolic continues in brisk demand 
and, although local supplies have been 
augmented slightly within the inter- 
val, leading handlers have raised their 
prices a cent in drums to 18@19c. In 
bottles the former inside figure of 20c. 
has been withdrawn and most han- 
dlers are now quoting 25c. Recent 
arrivals include 265 cases from Hull, 
347 packages from Liverpool and 87 
drums from Rotterdam. 

Citric acid is being taken in fair job- 
bing quantities at the previous figures 
for domestic, 38%c. in barrels and 39c. 
in kegs. At the London sale last Satur- 
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day the market proved slightly easier, 
with offerings selling off from 1s. 4d. 
to 1s. 3%d, 

Balsams, 

A further marking up of ‘prices for 
true Peru has again constituted the 
principal feature of the week among 
the balsams. A growing scarcity of 
these offerings has induced importers 
to raise their quotations from $1.75@ 
1.85 to $1.85@1.90 for goods of direct 
importation from the producing dis- 
tricts. Recent arrivals of Hamburg 
goods have enabled local handlers to 
continue these goods in effective com- 
petition with those of direct shipment 
and prices on these Hamburg offerings 
are now being firmly maintained at 
$1.55, the former quotation of $1.50 hav- 
ing been withdrawn. The arrival of 
five bags of Hamburg goods on the 
steamship Pennsylvania from that port 
was noted last Wednesday. 

South American copaiba continues in 
steady demand at 42@52c. There have 
been arrivals of five boxes from Gre- 
nada and of two cases from Savanilla, 
but these lots have been reported sold 
with first hands realizing in excess of 
the parity of the lower jobbing quota- 
tions. 

Prices of the firs have not been 
quotably changed, though in a few in- 
stances the outside figure on Oregon 
has been shaded from 85c. to 82%c. 

Some handlers of tolu have made a 
concession of 24%c. in their inside fig- 
ure, which has been lowered to 47'4c., 
making the revised quotation 4744@50c. 
A slackening of the demand has been 
responsible for this concession.

Black haw of root has been in more 


liberal supply of late and a majority 
of dealers have lowered their prices 
another cent to 17@18c. The under- 


tone continues very easy and a further 
reduction would not occasion surprise. 

Buckthorn is also a shade easier be- 
cause of larger offerings, the inside 
figure having been lowered a quarter 
cent to 4c. on ton lots, the revised 
quotation being 4@4%c., as to quantity 
and holder. 

Cascarilia squills are stiffening as 
a result of diminished supplies, the in- 
side figure of 12c. having been with- 
drawn and l4c. having been substituted 
therefor, making the revised quota- 
tion 14@15c. 

Cable advices from Hamburg telling 
of an advance of an eighth cent in 
soap bark in that center, due to a 
scarcity of offerings, have induced 
local handlers to raise their quotations 
materially, whole being advanced from 
6@6l4c. to T@8&c. and both cut and 
crushed being advanced from 8@8c. 
and 8@9ec., respectively, to 8%@9%4c. 
for both. Purchases are still confined 
to jobbing quantities. 

Supplies of sweet orange peel have 
been exhausted and there is now none 
available in the local market at any 
price. Quotations of 6@6%c. for Malaga 
pieces and of 8%@9c. for Malaga 
quarters and Trieste grades ar there- 
fore wholly nominal, 

Wahoo bark of root is decidedly 
lower under liberal offerings and the 
quotation has been lowered from 35@ 
40¢, to 20@25c. 

Beans, 

The vanilla market retains its favor- 
able position, and in some of the lead- 
ing quarters the outlook is viewed with 
increasing confidence. Contributing to 
this condition have been reports of 
keener interest in new Mexican cuts and 
beans at primary quarters, as well as 
the marketing of practically the Bour- 
bon crops from the producing islands. 
The reports of operations in new Mexi- 
can beans for the local trade are still 
subject to confirmation, as inquiries 
at the leading houses here failed to in- 
dicate any change in the policy to 
await the outcome of the curing season 
for the assurance as to the quality and 
character of the beans. The views of 
curers were Geclared still beyond buy- 
ers’ limits on the prevailing spot basis. 
It is believed that curers have been 
impressed with this attiude on the part 
of local dealers and will exert every 
effort to bring the beans to the desired 
standard. ° 

According to details received within 
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the last few days, the Mexican crop 
comprises 275,000 pounds of beans and 
100,000 pounds of cuts, thus surpassing 
the earlier indications. Practically all 
of the beans are unsold from the pri- 
mary quarter, while of the’ cuts about 
25,000 pounds are reported shipped here, 
Cuts are firmly held and attempts to 
shade the market so as to bring the 
import cost nearer the parity of job- 
bing prices have so far proved unavail- 
ing. 

Paris advices note the same 
market for Bourbons, and with the 
cheaper grades cleared and little pros- 
pect for their replenishment, there is 
believed to be no occasion for any eas- 
ing on the reckoning of the present 
production. The arrivals of February 
15 and 25 were comparatively large, 419 
and 275 cases, respectively, but they are 
reported well taken on the prevailing 
steady demand, and further receipts 
are expected to be of relatively light 
proportions. 

The small arrivals here so far of new 
South American beans are said to be of 
undesirable quality, but better grades 
are expected this month. One-half of 
the crop has been sold for this market, 
the balance having been taken for 
France. The latter country is also 
evincing a keener interest in Tahitis 
since the standard of quality has been 
raised. The enforcement of stricter 
regulations governing the curing and 
marketing of Tahitis has tended to cur- 
tail the output on the basis of previous 
years, but has added 15@25 per cent. 
to the value of the product. France 
and Germany are taking their sunplies 
on direct shipments from the islands, 
and with the opening of the Panama 
Canal this market is likely to super- 
sede San Francisco as the center of 
distribution. 
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Following a reduction in prices of 
St. Ignatius to an inside figure of 21c., 
due to advices from Hamburg telling 
of a lowering of the quotation in that 
center to lic., a better demand has 
developed and the inside figure has 
been raised to 22c., making the revised 
quotation 22@25c

view of the general 
proposed changes in the duty on 
oils contained in the Under- 
wood bill, revising the drug and chem- 
ical schedule, will not be passed by the 
Senate, in the form approved by the 
House of Representatives, the prospect, 
originally heid forth by this measure, 
of a lowering of the tariff on many 
varieties of these oils from 25 per cent. 
to 20 per cent. has failed to restrict 
purchasing to any noteworthy degree. 
The entire essential oil market is 
strong but rather quiet. 

Messina essences have been 
further on reports from the primary 
market that the crops have proved 
smaller than originally expected and a 
decidedly upward tendency has also 
been noted in citronella, hemlock, 
caraway seed, pennyroyal, sandalwood 
and spruce oils. Advices from Messina 
on the lemon crop state that the yield 
has been much below expectation; that 
there has been less fruit on the trees 
and that damage by recent storms has 
reached large proportions. Further- 
more, these advices add that the oil 
yield of the fruit has diminished ma- 
terially at an unusually early date. 
Prices have therefore been advanced 
sharply. Part of the uplift of prices 
has been due to the compulsory scram- 
bling of speculators who had_ sold 
heavily short to cover their February 
contracts. First hands have not hesi- 
tated to “squeeze”’ these shorts and 
have thereby accelerated the upturn. 
In the New York market the quota- 
tion has been raised five cents to $1.60 
@1.70. Orange has also been marked 
up for somewhat similar reasons, the 
local quotation having been advanced 
five cents to $2.55@2.65, according to 
quantity. Though still rather scarce, 
true bergamot has not been advanced 
yet, spot values remaining firm at $7 
@7.25, and sales are being made at tne 
higher figures. Recent arrivals have 
been absorbed speedily and there is 
little relief from the present stringency 
in sight. A sharp advance is there- 
fore looked for. Synthetic bergamot 
is selling steadily at $3. At the London 
close prices were higher to 6s. 6d. 

Ceylon citronella is being very firmly 
held and a material advance is ex- 
pected daily. In Colombo 13d. is 
being asked and even this figure is re- 
garded as almost nominal, as there are 
few offerings available even at that 
figure, which is the equivalent of 26c. 
The old quotation of 26@27c. is still in 
force in the local market, but an ad- 
vance to 28c. is believed to be in order 
the moment demand increases, while a 
further advance is looked for in some 
quarters as a resuit of the fear that 
the contemplated tariff revision, re- 
moving this oil from the free list and 
placing it in the 20 per cent. ad valorem 
duitable list, may possibly be passed 
by the Senate and approved by the 
President. The majority of the trade 
are not of the opinion that this pro- 
Vision will remain in the tariff re- 
vision bill finally passed, but the 
possibility of its being retained is prov- 
ing a sufficient argument for higher 
prices in a few quarters. 

Anise continues in fair jobbing de- 
mand at the previous quotation of 
$1.50@1.60, although cable advices from 
Canton tell of sales in that primary 
centre at 5s. 10d. 

A stiffening market for cassia in 
Canton, where the quotation is now 
3s. 7d., c. i. f. New York, has induced 
local handlers to hold their quotations 
firmly on a basis of 90@95c. for 75@80 
per cent, technical. 

Caraway seed has been advanced 
sharply within the interval, because of 
a scarcity of offerings, due to a short 
crop of the seed, and also because of 
the resultant uplift of seed prices. 
Local quotations have been raised from 
85¢e.@$1 to $1@1.10, 

Hemlock has also been advanced ma- 
terially on a scarcity of supplies, the 
prevailing quotation having been rais- 
ed from 45@55c. to 55@60c., as to 
quantity and holder.

Saturday Noon, March 2, 1912. 


The month just ended was a quiet 
one so far as the chemical market was 
concerned and indications are not en- 
tirely promising for an active March. 
The intense cold weather, combined 
with labor troubles and tariff tinkering 
were sufficient to create a conservative 
feeling among buyers, and the limited 
extent of transactions was fully re- 
flected in the general market. It is 
hoped that the approach of warmer 
weather will find improvement in trade 
conditions, but leading distributors 
admit that the launching of a Presiden- 
tial campaign is a factor likely to exert 
a disturbing influence for’ several 
months to come. The undertone of the 
chemical market is steady and week- 
end price changes show a predominace 
of net advances. Although oxalic acid 
was obtainable at former quotations, 
there is a scarcity of spot offerings 
and several dealers advanced their 
views at the close. Continued heavy 
arrivals of foreign bleach have pre- 
vented the stringency which seemed 
imminent a few weeks ago, and quota- 
tions have remained unaltered. Deal- 
ers in caustic soda and soda ash are 
still competing for new business and 
prices have been kept more or less 
unsettled. Nitrate of lead is higher on 
spot, owing to limited local supplies. 
Carbon tetrachloride has advanced 
sharply, owing to restricted shipments 
from manufacturing points, due to the 
recent abnormal weather conditions. 
Closing prices were 9c., against a for- 
mer quotation of 7%4c. Crude saltpeter 
is higher on spot with offerings limited. 
Supplies of white arsenic are practical- 
ly exhausted in local quarters, and the 
market is nominal at quotations. Blue 
vitriol retains a firm position under the 
strength of copper metal. Below is a 
detailed market report ot the principal 
items of chemical interest, also a sum- 
mary of the Liverpool and London 
chemical markets. 

Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—A mod- 
erate increase is noted in the export 
inquiry, and a freer run of small busi- 
ness is reported for home account. 
Sales of magnitude are said to be ex- 
ceptional, but the undertone of the 
market is very steady, with lately pre- 
vailing quotations still current. Deal- 
ers quote on the basis of 1c. for bulk, 
1.10c. for kegs f. 0. b. works and an 
advance of .20c. all around for goods 
delivered in this section, less the usual 
discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Freer ar- 
rivals of bleach from England and Ger- 
many have not tended to weaken the 
spot market. Paper mills are drawing 
steadily on outstanding contracts and 
the movement has been sufficiently 
heavy to prevent any serious local ac- 
cumulations. At the close, spot quota- 
tions extended from 1.22%@1.30c., ac- 
cording to brand, quantity and seller. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—Oil, soap and pa- 
per interests are drawing freely against 
standing contracts, and the combined 
movement is described as satisfactory. 
New business is not unusually active, 
and sellers are still willing to compete 
to land additional contracts. The 
closing prices ranged from 1.60 to 1.70c. 
on the basis of 60 per cent. for 70@78 
per cent., and 60 per cent. at 1.70@1.7ic. 

SALT CAKE.—No improvement is re- 
ported in trade conditions and only a 
moderate degree of activity could be 
traced. Sellers are not over-crowded 
with stocks and are asking 55c. for car 
lots for immediate delivery. 

SAL SODA.—Dealers report the usual 
eall for additional lots, incident to the 
period of the year and, aside from this, 
a steady demand is reported for con- 
tract deliveries for manufacturing pur- 
poses. Prices on the basis of .60c. and 
up f. o. b. barrels, less the usual dis- 
count terms.

This 
well is only a short distance away from 
where the Ohio Oil Company, a week ago, 
brought in a 650-barrel gusher in No. 6 on 
the Gould farm, and during the week in re 
view a 400-barrel gusher on the Ellen Lutz 
farm. The Ohio Oil Company has been very 
suceessful during the cold weather in its 
operations in the Lawrence county field. Its 
No. 2, Leighty farm, produced 200 barrels; 
No. 8, Vandermark farm, 100 barrels; No. 6, 
Laura Gillespie farm, 100 barrels; No. 10, M. 
Kirkwood farm, 115 barrels; No. 3, Kimmel 
farm, 125 barrels; No. 30, J. B. Lewis farm, 
100 barrels, and No. 21, Robbins farm, 150 
barrels. W. C. McBride drilled a 100-barrel 
well in No. 9, Rogers farm, while the Shaw 
Oil Company’s No. 8, Hardacre farm, produced 
150 barrels. The Bridgeport Oil Company’s 
No. 18, J. W. Miller farm, is credited with 


125 barrels, while Snowden Bros., No. 15, 
O’Donnell farm, did 100 barrels. The Sum- 
mer Oil and Gas Company drilled in a 


3,000,000 cubic foot gas well on the Westfall 
farm, and the product will be run to Sum- 
mer, for use as fuel and lights. The Kewanee 
Oil and Gas Company found a 1,000,000 cubic 
foot well on the O. Stalling’s farm.

Weather conditions are favorable for 
shipping fertilizer materials and the 
season for consuming these materials 1s 
at hand, yet the trade shows but little 
signs of improving and, to say the least, 
the season will be very late. Reports 
from such a large fertilizer centre as 
Charleston, say that up to the middle 
of February not one-twentieth of the 
amount of fertilizer usually sent out by 
that date has been shipped this year. 
The report further says that at the 
present time, a time which is usually 
the height of the fertilizer shipping 
season, the railroads are handling only 
from 1,800 to 2,000 tons per day, where- 
as last year they handled about 4,500 
tons a day, and so weak has the move- 
ment been from the very outset that 
it is probably literally true that on 
February 17, 1911, at least twenty times 
as much material had been shipped 
out of Charleston as has been shipped 
out since the beginning of the present 
season. 

The slack demand for fertilizer is at- 
tributed to a combination of circum- 
stances. The farmers have been de- 
moralized by the low price of cotton 
and by the low grade of such cotton 
as was produced. The bad weather has 
also played a very large part in bring- 
ing about conditions as they now exist 
among the farmers, and, consequently, 
in fertilizer circles the activities of 
which depend so invariably upon con- 
ditions in the agricultural world, So 
bad has the weather been that many 
farmers were unable to, pick their cot- 
ton; while very few have been able to 
do anything toward preparing the 
ground for the new crop, practically 
no ploughing having been done as yet. 
Due to the bad weather also is the 
fact that in many sections the roads 
are well-nigh impassable, this also de- 
terring the farmers from buying much 
fertilizer. As an instance of the un- 
willingness of farmers to purchase 
much fertilizer in the face of the losses 
suffered during the past year is the 
fact that the farmers of one large 
district have pretty well made up their 
minds that either they must be given 
a big reduction by the fertilizer men or 
else they will cut their orders in half. 
In the local market the present coal 
strike in England has had an effect on 
sulphate of ammonia and caused hold- 
ers to put up prices. Nitrate of soda 
is also firmer as the result of higher 
ocean freight rates and pyrites occupy 
a strong position for the same reason. 
Blood and tankage are slow, but low 
in price. Acid phosphate and bones 
share in the general depression of the 
market, but a healthy movement is re- 
ported for phosphate rock and potash 
salts also are in good demand, For 
reviews of the Atlanta, Chicago and 
Baltimore markets, refer to index on 
page 21. Detailed comment on the 
local market follows:— 


Ammoniates. 


SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Spot 
supply of domestic sulphate of am- 
monia is very small and in most quar- 
ters no spot offerings are available, as 
manufacturers are sold ahead. For- 
eign sulphate is firm and the existence 
of a coal strike in England has caused 
rumors of advances in price which may 
result if the strike interferes with pro- 
duction of sulphate, as is feared; $3.29 
for all positions was quoted at the end 
of the week. In the English market 
uncertainty exists owing to the out- 
come of the coal strike, and although 
home demand is due to begin, buyers 
are holding off and trading is dull. The 
weather has opened to an extent favor- 
able to the industry, but unusual con- 
ditions counteract the advantage of- 
fered by the good weather. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—There afe 
many rumors of second hands sales in 
the market and at prices which varied 
considerably. The increase in ocean 
freightage has caused holders to look 
for higher prices and the market is 
very firm. Large buyers in the South 
are not interested in the market, and 
with the poor outlook for fertilizing 
materials, the statistical position of 
nitrate is far from strong; $2.22% is 
quoted for spot and futures. In the 
London market nitrate is firm with 
spot refined quoted at £10 11s. 3d. and 
ordinary £10 8s. 9d. On the Continent 
the frost recently stopped all water 
communications, so that deliveries have 
been on a small scale; but, on the 
other hand, the east and northeast 
winds have stopped arrivals also. 
Hence he situation remains’ un- 
chinged, although it has to be remem- 
bered that the quantity afloat and near 
accumulating: 
and with a hange in the wind may 
come in all together with an awkward 
effect on the stock figures The mar- 
ket has, however, ignored the statisti- 
cal position so persistently and for so 
long a time, that it would be rash to 
expect any serious reduction of prices, 
as a consequence of bad figures.

OIL PAINT AND 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Odd lots have been taken out of the 
market as.the result of low prices, but 
there has been no large buying, and 
it is predicted that continued slowness 
will bring new low record figures for 
tankage. Prices are now quoted at 
$2.70 and 10, Chicago, for dried blood; 
$2.70 and 10 for high grade tankage; 
$2.20 and 16 for crushed tankage. 

FISH SCRAP.—It is difficult to lo- 
cate any fish scrap on the local mar- 
ket and in the absence of trading 
prices are merely nominal. Offerings 
neld at fish works along the Chesa- 
peake are small, but there is no ten- 
dency shown to clean up the stocks. 

Pyrites. 

The rise in ocean freight rates has 
affected the market for pyrites and Is 
expected to reduce the stock of ore 
from Spain. Supplies are very firmly 
held ana prices are inclined to go to 
higher levels.

The material trade is still lagging here 
owing to the same cause given in the last 
report. There has been no improvement in 
the weather or the roads, the condition of 
which has hampered the fertilizer business 
seriously and held back the season to such 
an extent that it may be now predicted with 
certainty that this year’s sales will fall 
far short of those of last season. The State 
Department of Agriculture reports tag sales 
for fertilizers are $25,000 less approximately 
than at the same period last year. At 20 
cents per ton this means a decrease of 125,- 
000 tons, as compared with the amount in 
the market in Georgia alone at this time 
in 1911. The market shows some strengthen- 
ing of cottonseed meal and nitrate, but noth-

ing perceptible in other lines, and sales are 
scarce, 

Commissioner of Agriculture T. G. Hudson, 
who has charge of fertilizer tag sales, and 
who has held the office the last six years, 
tendered his resignation to Governor Jos. M. 
Brown Thursday, in order to enter the race 
tor Congress in the third Georgia district. 
Mr. Hudson’s resignation takes effect May 1, 
he having decided to remain until practically 
the close of the present fertilizer season.

Chicago Fertilizer Market. 
Chicago, Feb. 28, 1912. 


For the first week in months, dealers in 
ammoniates at Chicago this week had some- 
thing besides a steadily declining market to 
report. Their advices were to the effect that 
the demand for high grade tankage was of 
a rejuvenated character and that prices were 
5c. per unit higher than the recent low point. 
Ground dried blood was quoted at $2.67, 
or 2%c. per unit lower than a week ago, 
but the market was reported as decidedly 
firm ‘at the price, and an advance to con- 
form with the upturn in ground tankage was 
expected. Brokers said business during. the 
past week was the best they had booked 
this season, with many buyers taking ad- 
vantage of the low values being quoted to 
provide for immediate needs and to antici- 
pate future requirements to a moderate ex- 
tent. Much of the weakly held stuff that has 
been depressing the market was disposed of 
during the last six days, and as the quan- 
tities being shipped to Southern consumers 
increases the market is steadily hardening, 
with holders confidently expecting higher 
prices to be established in the near future. 


Many buyers who would not consider of- 
ferings when the market was going steadily 
downward are expected to come in for sup- 
plies now that a change for the better has 
been noted, and the demand is expected to 
develop broader scope as the season ad- 
vances. Factors in favor of prompt pur- 
chase are the cheapness of both tankage and 
blood and the upward tendency of prices 
of cottonseed meal, which are being influ- 
enced by a steadily increasing foreign de- 
mand for inexpensive fertilizer materials. 
It is pointed out that ¢tonsumers who pro- 
vide themselves with animal ammoniates at 
present values will do so at a lower cost than 
was possible at any previous time in recent 
years, These values, dealers maintain, can- 
not be much further reduced, and there is 
a strong probability of their going much 
higher before all known wants are supplied. 

GROUND DRIED BLOOD.—Market is firm 
at $2.67% Chicago, which is quoted on blood 
for prompt delivery. Holders are not offer- 
ing supplies for future shipment as they 
expect that a higher market will soon be 
experienced. Present trade is of good char- 
acter, and dealers appear to be in a com- 
fortable position. 

GROUND HIGH GRADE TANKAGE.— 
Moderate quantities of ground high grade 
tankage are offered for prompt shipment at 
$2.25 and 10 Chicago, which is 5c. per unit 
higher than the closing price quoted a week 
ago. The market is in a firm position and 
inquiries are steadily increasing, which leads 
dealers to look for a broadening business 


and a steadily advancing market. Tankage 
is still relatively cheaper than dried blood, 
and it is the opinion of brokers that prices 
of tankage will advance’ much more rapidly 
than those quoted on blood.

Baltimore Fertilizer Market. 
Baltimore, Feb. 29, 1912. 

At last the ice embargo in the bay and its 
tributaries has been practically lifted, and ves- 
sels are once more on the move. The craft 
coming here to load fertilizers are, enabled to 
get up to their wharves and start on the way 
with cargoes, and the manufacturers are pre- 
pared to make shipments in any quantity. So 
far, however, the demand has been rather back- 
ward and the movement of stocks does not ex- 
ceed moderate proportions. Reports from the 
South are to the effect that similar conditions 
prevail there, and that the season is decidedly 
backward. Whether a marked change for the 
better will take place in the near future re- 
mains to be seen, but for the present the 
members of the trade are not especially hope- 
ful. 

FISH SCRAP.—The situation with respect to 
fish scrap is much the same as it has been. 
Some scrap remains in the hands of the orig 
inal holders, and they are disposed to adhere 
to the figure set for some time past, this being 
$3.35 and 10, f. o. b. fish factory. On the 
other hand small lots are being offered here 
at $3.25 and 10, delivered in Baltimore. The 
volume of transactions is restricted, and there 
are no new trade developments of consequence. 

TANKAGE.—The sellers of tankage have as- 
sumed a rather bullish attitude with the re- 
moval of the check upon the business, which 
prevailed during the severe weather, when ice 
in the bay prevented the movement of vessels. 
This change has come within the past three 
or four days, and manifests itself in a dis- 
position to hold out firmly for about $2.60 and 
10, c. a. f. basis Baltimore, for high-grade 
ground 11 and 15 tankage. There has been no 
actual advance in the quotations, but the hold- 
ers profess to feel confident as to the future, 
and they are not making any concessions, in 
the absence of which prospective buyers hold

York for the week shows slight changes from 
the previous week’s returns. Weather condi- 
tions have retarded work to a large extent. 
First came the heaviest snow storm of the 
vear, followed by a few days’ thaw that filled 
ihe rivers, creeks, ditches and all ravines with 
water. Material for oil and gas operating 
purposes could not be moved. Conditions are 
some better in West Virginia and Pennsyl- 
vania regions, as the highways are usually 
along the hillside far enough above the bottom 
of the valleys to keep away from the deep 
snow and high waters. 

Operators in the high-grade fields are anx- 
ious for better weather conditions, as they 
want to get out and get busy after several 
weeks of idleness. There is no doubt that the 
drill will be rushed as soon as a change for 
There is a big rush to Kan- 


the better comes. 
oan county, West Va., as the Blue Creek 
field, near Charleston, is the best looking 


‘sition in sight at this time, and is fur- 
viening more real gushers than any other sec- 
tion of the high-grade fields. 

The latest sensation, and one of the most 
important of the late strikes in the Blue Creek 
field is the United Fuel Gas Company's ad- 
vance well on the James G. Brown farm, 
which is located about a mile and a half to 
the northeast of production, on Walnut Fork. 
This well is estimated as showing for close ta 
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3,000 barrels a day. The well flowed the full 
capacity of two 2-inch iines into tankage. 
Some one lighted a match near the tanks, 
which caught fire, and were consumed with 
the oil. The flow of oil was shut off at the 
casing head, and the fire spread rapidly. 
Other late gushers are the Hamilton or 
the Edwards Oil Company’s Nos. 4 and 5 on 
the Graham heirs’ farm, and both are among 
the large wells of the pool. The last three 
completions have brought the pool’s daily pro 
duction close to the 10,000-barrel mark. No. 4 on 
the Graham heirs’ farm shows from 1,500 to 
2,000 barrels, while No. 6 flowed at the rate 
of 200 barrels an hour. The Blue Creek field 
has been an inspiration to many oil men, who 
had practically dropped out of the producing 
business some years ago. 

The Gore-Straitesville pool in Perry and 
Hocking counties in Central Ohio is next to 
the Blue Creek pool as the center of interest 
The past week in the pool has shown a bet- 
ter class of producers than for any previous 
week since the pool was discovered. The pool 
has gained gradually until the production 1s 
close to 5,000 barrels a day. The Chartiers 
Oil Company alone having close to 2,000 bar- 
rels a day from their holdings. They now 
have ten strings of tools at work on the 
Hocking Products Company’s extensive acre- 
age, and are putting up equally as many new 
derricks for additional wells. There are now 
eleven wells on the Product Company’s land 
with a daily production of 1,985 barrels. The 
actual runs from the pool daily several days 
ago amounted to 4,220 barrels, and has since 
been increased close to 5,000 barrels. Nos. 20 
and $1 of the Chartiers Company produces 501 


and 300 barrels, respectively, while the well 
on the Brown farm, owned by the Hemlock 
Oil Company, produces 480 barrels daily. Dur. 


ing the last few days the Logan Natural Gas 
and Fuel Company drilled in a test well on 
the Boehring farm in the Gore end of the field 
that produced 200 barrels. 


The central part of the Central Ohio gas 
area developed another oil well during the 
week, which was drilled by the Ohio-Rochester 


Oil and Gas Company on the Norris farm in 
the southwestern corner of Coshocton county. 
The well was only good for about 20 barrels, 
and located about 2,000 feet south from an- 
other oil producer, showing the possibilities 
of a new pool. 

To the extreme northern end of the field, at 
Cleveland in Cuyahoga county, the week shows 
the completion of another oiler estimated at 
close to 100 barrels, and with the original oil 
well on the brick yards at Newburg and the 
two big gas wells drilled in Cleveland, indi- 
cates a possible field of both products. Every 
available lot and small acreage property is 
being taken up by leasers, and the many man- 
ufacturing plants are making arrangements to 
do drilling for gas upon their property, figur- 
ing if gas is found they will have a big sav- 
ing in their fuel bills. 

Illinois has two gushers for the week; one 
of the wells was exceptionally large, showing 
a production of 1,380 barrels, and owned by 
the Central Refining Company, on the Jenners 
farm, Dennison township, Lawrence county. 
The other was a 400-barrel producer on the 
Lutz farm, same township, and owned by the 
same oil company. 

Indiana and Kentucky failed to show any 
wells above the average, while the Lima fields 
of Northwestern Ohio had one well in the select 
list drilled by F. J. Miller & Co.. on the Bar- 
rington farm, Bloom township, Wood county, 
and showing 100 barrels. 


Pennsylvania. 


The Canonsburg town lot development in 
Washington county maintains the lead in ac- 
tive development work in the Pennsylvania 
fields. Only one completion was reported the 
past week, being located on the Hockworth 
lot, and is holding up at 100 barrels a day. 
Active operations outside of borough limits 
is looked for, as the leasers are quite active 
‘aking up all available territory on outside 
farms. 

The gauge of the wells producing over 50 
barrels in the Canonsburg field are as follows:— 
J. A. Hoxworth, 100 barrels; Potts-Crum_ lot, 
60 barrels; A. McBride, 50 barrels; J. L. Daw- 
son, 50 barrels, and the Thomas Boone lot, 50 
barrels. 

West Virginia. 


Outside of the new devolopment in the Blue 
Creek field in Kanawha county, the fields of 
West Virginia have nothing of particular in- 
terest to offer. 

Four completions were reported in the Blue 
Creek field in Kanawha county the past week, 
three being large producers, while the other 
was a duster on the Goshorn heirs’ farm and 
owned by the Edwards Oil Company. This 
company completed their Nos, 4 and 6 on the 
Graham heirs ‘tract, and they produced ap- 
proximately 750 and 3,000 barrels, respectively. 
The No. 4 well found its production in the 
Squaw sand at a depth of 1,760 feet, and it 
took all available lines to convey the oil to 
the tanks that have been erected on this fa- 
mous tract. This well is located 600 feet south 
west from No. 2, and is on a direct line with 
the Ohio Fuel Oi] Company’s large gusher on 
the G. White farm, which is producing over 
1,000 barrels a day and is located one-fourth 
of a mile from No. 1 on the Barth-Schwartz 
farm, the pioneer well of the development. 
and one-fourth of a mile southwest of No, 1 
on the Davidson & Gates tract. The same 
company’s No. 6 is good for at least 3,000 
barrels a day; this well also found its produc- 
tion in the Squaw sand at a depth of 1,750 
feet. The well is located 600 feet northwest 
of No. 4 Graham, and is near No. 3 on the 
White tract, 

The best producer of the week in regards to 


location was the United Fuel Gas Company’s 
initial test on the J. P. Brown farm, which 
came in with an initial production of over 
i,00) barrels, with a great show of gas, The 
well caught fire immediately after its com- 
pletion, due to the carelessness of some wocd- 
choppers in the vicinity of the well, and the 
accurate gauge could not be made. The fire 
destroyed rigs, buildings and .tanks in a few 
minutes’ time, The loss of the United Fuel 
Gas Company is estimated at over $100,000. 
The well is located one and one-half miles 
northeast of the field proper, and only a short 
distance from the near duster on the R. 
Hal! tract This well adds a large scope of 
new territory to the field and {s arousing lively 
interest throughout the State, 

Another well that is being watched with 
close attention is located on the Jarrett farm, 
near Pinch station. This tract is being devel- 
oped by individuals composed of Fred Gross- 
cup, H. D. Rummell and Isadore Schwabe, 
and is lecated one and one-half miles south- 
west of the best strikes made in the Blue 
Creek: development since the opening up last 
September. The well is drilling at 700 feet. 

fhe Eureka Pipe Line Company is _ busy 
joining up its pipe line from Mill Creek to the 
ttreen Creek station in Roane county. A new 
pumping station is also being erected at Mill 
Creek, ané@ this with the Green Creek station 
should be able to handle the entire output of 
the field. At the present time the tank cars 
are still conveying a large amount of the crude 
to the refinery at Parkersburg. <A large ma- 
jority of the wells are still shut in. 

Roane county maintains the lead in active 
development work outside of the Blue Creek 
development, One good completion was re- 
ported from this field the past week, being the 
Ohio Fuel Oil Company's fourth test on the 
Smith farm, in Smithfield district, on Poca 
River, and it will produce about 50 barrels. 
This is the largest well completed in this fiéld 
tor some time. There is a large scope of ter- 
ritory in Roane that will furnish light oilers, 
but this is not an inducement to the dil trade 
on account of the high cost of drilling in that 
territory. 

A revival of development work is noticeable 
in Calhoun county, and this territory shoul 
receive a good testing the coming summer, 
especially in Center district. A revival is also 
expected in Harrison county, and the operators 
are on a hunt for a new pool that will be as 
productive as the Shinnston pool, which was 
opened about thrée years ago in this county. 
Ten Mile district has furnished some fair- 
sized producers, The latest completion in this 
district ts located on the Rosier’s heirs’ farm, 
and is producing about 25 barrels a day. 








Southeastern Ohio. 


Now that there is plenty of water for steam 
generation every drill in the Gore-Straitsville 
field is running with new life, and if another 
cold spell does not settle in the field opera- 
tions once more will be renewed with great 
activity. 

The village of Gore is the center of the oil 
activities of the valley, as it is to have nat- 
ural gas furnished by the Griffin Producing 
Company, which is operating to a large ex- 
tent in that vicinity. This company has also 
several oil wells in the Gore-Straitsville field, 
and while in the search for the crude product 
struck a good fuel producer on the Linton 
farm. They are erecting a pipe line from this 
well to the hamlet of Gore. The drilling of 
several more gassers will sufficiently supply 
the village of Gore for some time. 


The best well of the week was the Swisher 
Oil Company’s fifth test, and produced about 
100 barrels. The new well was drilled into 
the Clinton sand, and is one of the number of 
good producers found in this formation by this 
company. The well is located on the New 
York and Western tract. 

The total production of the Gore-Straitsville 
fleld is rapidly increasing, and the production 
of the 29 wells is estimated at 3,360 barrels. 
This only incluées wells producing 50 barrels 


or more 
Central Ohio. 


The gas field of Central Ohio have not very 
much to offer at this time of the year, as a 
cessation of work was ordered by all gas 
operating companies to a large extent, and a re- 
vival is not expected for several weeks. There 
is quite a little interest centering around Cleve- 
land in Cuyahoga county, due to the comple- 
tion of a 100-barrel producer located one and 
a quarter miles from the original test on the 
Newburg Brick and Clay Company, which was 
completed several months ago. Another com- 
pletion of interest was finished by the Ohio- 
Rochester Oil Company on its test on the Nor- 
ris farm, which makes the fleld in that vicinity 
look promising,
